Landmark Communications, 
publisher of The Virginian-Pilot 
and The Ledger-Star, refused to 
comment earlier this week on its 
recently filed public response to 
former Mayor Robert G. Jones' 
$19.8 million libel suit against the 
newspapers. 

One of Landmark's lawyers, Jeff 
Gray of Willcox and Savage said, 
"As far as commenting onihe mer- 
its, Mr. Barry will be their 
sp(*esperson." 

Richard F. Barry, a lawyer, 
president of Landmark and publisher 
of the newspapers, refused to com- 
ment Monday on the litigation. He 



instructed his secretary to call The 
Virginia Beach Sun, in response to 
iis calls, and inform the weekly 
newspaper that he would not com- 
ment on the suit. Barry's secretary 
instructed The Sun to contact San- 
dra M. Rowe, VP/LS executive 
editor. She failed to return The 
Sun's phone calls by deadline. 

Jones' 37-page suit states that 
Landmark displayed actual malice 
towards him through news Stories, 
cartoons and editorials. Landmark's 
21 -page response denies all allega- 
tions made in Jones' suit. Land- 
mark said in its response that the 
materials reported were without ac- 
tual malice and in good faith and 
related to periods of time in which 
Jones, a lawyer, was a public offi- 
cial and/or public figure. 

Rowe told The Sun last week, 
"We believe our stories to be cor- 
rect and fair." 

Landmark denies, in the suit, that 
it is indebted to award Jones any 
damages because the newspapers are 
protected from liability under the 
First and Fourteenth Amendments

Will blacks be allowed 
at private clubs? 



Twenty years ago, racism was a major problem in our 
country. Blacks were prohibited form eating in the same 
restaurants, attending the same schools, drinking out of the 
same water fountains and using the same rest rooms as whites. 
Blacks even had their own section of the bus in which they 
were required to sit 

Now, in 1988, blacks are free to do whatever they want. 
Almost. Blacks, as well as Jews, arc supposedly being 
discriminated against at private country clubs in the area, 
specifically the ftincess Anne Country Club. Granted, the club 
was established 62 years ago, way before blacks were given 
the same priviledgcs as whites. But with time must come 
changes. 

The state NAACP, the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, has started a campaign to 
eliminate racially discriminating. The Princess Anne Country 
Club is avoiding the question when asked if it is purposely 
discriminating against Blacks and Jews. The NAACP wants 
the city to pass the ordinance, but some city officials said the 
clubs have the right to chose who becomes a member. 

It's too early to determine what the outcome of the campaign 
will be. But either way, someone's going to be disappointed. 
Don't fret Princess Anne Country Club, maybe Blacks and 
Jews have no desire to become members of your "private" 
club. - K.L.D.

Storing large RV's isn't profitable

The reascxi why the private sector 
hasn't provided for the storage of 
larger recreational vehicles (RVs), 
City Council has found out, is that 
such q)erations are not profitable. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
had asked the staff to investigate the 
cost of a city-operated RV storage 
lot. The figures came back - 
$374,527 to develop a city-owned 
S.4-acre outdoor storage lot with a 
continuing $22,506 cost for per- 
sonnel annually. Rentals at $37.50 
a space a month would produce^ 
$46,629 yearly which, concluded 
City Manager Aubrey V. Watts Jr., 
is not a very lucrative operation for 
the city to undertake. 

Some Council members also see 
such an operation as a subsidizing 
the private sector. ' 

McClanan feels that the city is 
somewhat to blame for the situa- 
tion for rezoning property into such 
small lots that the RVs can't be 
parked legally at the owner's home - 
- there has to be enough sideyard fw 
the vehicle to get through to the 
backyard, and for strictly enforcing 
the law regulating the parking of 
RV vehicles. 

Since last spring, said Mc- 
Clanan, enforcement of the city or- 
dinance controlling RV parking has 
made it virtually impossible for 
residents of smaller lots to keep an 
RV. The figures released by Watts, 
said McClanan Monday at a work- 
shop, indicate why fewer people are 
going into this business. 

McClanan suggested that the city 
adopt one of the alternatives pre- 
sented by Watts, the construction of 
a temporary storage lot which 
would be rough - cleared and graded 
with stone and would have a secu- 
rity fence and lighting. However, 
Watts pointed out that construction 
of the temporary lot, at a cost of 
$178,000, tliat did not comply with 



the city's engineering, landscaping 
and other requirements may not be 
well received by the development 
community which has to comply 
with all the rules. 

Council will make up its mind 
next Monday when RV owners and 
their neighbors will be given the 
opportunity to express their views. 

The property considered by the 
staff would be part of the 25-acre 
Ocean Lakes Elementary School 
site which the School Board has 
chosen not to use for an elementary 
school. 

The city would also have to re- 
z(Hie the property to allow for the 
storage bt. 

The staft^ found that a number of 
inside storage units are available 
that could take smaller boats for a 
charge of $70 to $80 a month, but 
lib outside stoftag* space for the 
larger vehicles is presently avail- 
able. Watts said that approximately 
45-50 units will be coming on line 
at American Classic Self Storage at 
Newtown Road within the next six 
weeks if they have their site plan 
approved, and an additional 35-45 
units may be available at Colonial 
Self Storage at Holland Road. 
These spaces rent at for $35 to $40 
a month. 

City Council in a resolution 
adopted Monday also is adding the 
Board of Zoning Appeals to defer 
applications from RV owners re- 
questing variances until Council 
makes a decision. 

McClanan said that RV owners 
said they had to go to Ches£q)eake 
to fmd parking space for their vehi- 
cles. McClanan pointed out that 
the city allows so many houses to 
be develq)ed without setbacks. 

Councilman John D. Moss said 
that he did not want to subsidize 
private investors. He said that the 
city may want to reexamine the 
minimum lot size allowed in the 
city. 

Councilman Albert Balko said 
that he also had a problem with the 



city's providing a parking lot. He 
said that when a citizen purchases 
an expensive home he should also 
buy the loL 

McClanan said that until last 
year, the problem did not appear to 
exist. People kept their RVs in 
their yard. But that situation 
changed when the city started to 
enforce the law. Some cities are 
more lenient, she said. She said the 

people will be forced to move the 
RVs from their yards and still pay 
taxes. She said that the city has 
made the development of a piece of 
property so expensive. She said 
that the city has loads of AICUZ 
property, property over which the 
Navy has purchased easements re- 
stricting development rights that 
would be appropriate for parking 
lots. -■ ^ 

Mayor Meyera Oberndgrf^al^o 
remarked that the cost bf a full- 
fledged pailcing lot was great and 
suggested that hearings might be 
held in each borough to get the in- 
put of the people. 

McClanan said also that she did 
not want to take open space for the 
lots or to jeopardize the appearance 
of the city. 

Watts said that some of the 
problem could be alleviated by as- 
sistance in enforcing ordinances 
aimed at disheveled RVs. Watts 
said that even if the city did not get 
into the parking lot business, it 
needed a strong wdinance. 

Obemdorf asked about enforce- 
ment on a complaint-only basis. 

Watts said that the problem of 
that route is that residents change 
and an RV that didn't bother Uie 
former resident may be offensive to 
a new resident He added that civic 
leagues requested enforcement 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
suggested that the city may have a 
legal problem if the ordinance were 
enforced only on a complaint basis. 

Assistant City Attorney Kevin 
Cosgrove agreed.

In real estate, Virginia Beach is 
becoming a buyer's market with 
supply outstripping demand, J. D. 
Banagan. city real estate assessor, 
told City Council at a workshop 
Monday. 

Reflecting the market, growth 
has slowed down in the city •- 23 
percent from 1987 and 47.5 percent 
from the peak year of 1986. 

But that does not mean there's a 
derth of new construction in Vir- 
ginia Beach, Banagan said. The 
city still has twice as much new 
construction as its nearest competi- 
tor, Chesapeake. 

Although figures are not avail- 
able yet, Banagan said he expected 
real estate to ^preciate four to five 
percent with submarkets in town- 
houses, low rise condominium and 
small single-family homes experi- 
encing little or no appreciation. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf said 
that she thought that when proper- 
ties were rezoned at higher densi- 
ties, the homes were intended for 
first term buyers who expected their 
homes, and their equity, to appreci- 
ate. But if the homes do not 
appreciate, she said, the people may 
be trapped in the houses. 

Banagan said that the city will 
probably see a slow-down in town- 
house construction. He said that 
places like Glenwood are competing 
with builders who can offer more to 
the ftfst-time buyer. 

Obemdorf also asked how many 
of the homes intended for sale are 
being used as rentals. She said that 
when the tax laws changed the 
builders tried to unload the town- 
houses they had built to saturation. 
Since they can't sell the town- 
houses, they are renting them, she 
said. 

Banagan said he has figures for 
only what is built, not for what is 
sold. He added that homes in 
Princess Anne Plaza and Aragona 
Village are showing good apprecia- 
tjoar^s^ Subdivisions in Ocean 
Lake, Ale^tandria and Glenwood ac- 
count for most of the new 
constructicm. 

FY 1989/1990 assessments, with 
the four to five percent appreciation 
rates, will be presented to Council 
in February. 

The figures given by Banagan are 
the first from the 1988/89 Land 
Book for the period from Jan. 1 
through June 30. This will be the 
first time the city has used the 
GPIN map and parcel identiflcation 
system. The Land Book lists 
125,177 taxable parcels with a total 
value of $14,164,342,022 which 
will generate taxes for 
$129,604,364.38. Partial assess- 
ments on new consmiction will be 
added on Oct 1. Jan. 1, and April 1 
to arrive at a projected assessment 
of $14,296,225,023. 

The Land Book also lists 1.723 
non-taxable parcels with a value of 
$2,129,635,293 or 13.07 percent of 
the total value of all real estate. 
The previous percentage was 13.39. 

During the six-month period 
there was growth in land due to re- 
zonings and subdivisions of 
$41,809,077 compared to 
$66,833,704 in 1987 and 
$126,721,121 in 1986. 

New construction accounts for 
$197,863,896 compared to 
$245,195,774 in 1987 and 
$330,162,772 in 1986. Commer- 
cial/indusU'ial accounted for 25.8 
percent of the total. Also, Banagan 
said, commercial/industrial and 
residential decreased at about the 
same rate. 

During the six-month period, 
new construction included 1,083 
single-family houses, 217 town- 
houses, 330 condominiums (all 
k)w-rise earden), and five duplexes. 

The most construction was in 
Princess Anne Borough - 457 
houses, 148 townhouses and 16 
condominiums, and the least in 
Pungo with two houses. Twenty- 
two houses were constructed Mxilh 
of the Green Line.

Did you ever wonder what Virginia Beach was like 200 or 300 years 
ago? With this year being Virginia Beach's 25th Birthday, I think it is 
important to reflect on Virginia Beach s rich past. 

The city's transient population brings a tremendous influx each year of 
new people to our community who aic often surprised to learn of our city's 
history. I wonder how many residents know that the first settlers from 
England landed on the shores of Virginia Beach at Cape Henry, later estab- 
lishing the first permanent English settlement at Jamestown? Or, that a 
small battle, the "Skirmish of Kanpsville" was fought during the Revolu- 
tionary War? It's true! Kemp's Landing (now Kempsville), an important 
port of shipping at that time, was captured by Lord Dunmore, head of the 
British Grenadiers in 1775. 

Virginia Beach also was involved in the War of 1812. A baule between 
the U.S. Frigate Chesapeake and the English Vessell H.M.S. Leopard took 
place off the Lynnhaven Inlet in 1807. That particular incident led to the 
start of the war. 

Other colorful memories of our community's past include the notorious 
pirate Blackbeard, who lurked in and about Lake Joyce (formerly known as 
"Pirates Cove"). In 1706, the city charged Grace Sherwood, known as the 
"Witch of Pungo," with witchcraft; she was tried in the water of John 
Harper's plantation, which is now the area of Wiichduck Road. In addition, 
within the city is the oldest brick home in America, the Adam Thorogood 
House; and the first federally-funded work project authorized by Congress,

the Cape Henry Lighthouse. 

The evolution of the city as a political subdivision of the Common- 
wealth of Virginia began when Princess Anne County was formed in 1691 
from part of Norfolk County, which was formerly a part of Elizabeth City 
County. The County was named after Anne, daughter of James II. The 
town of Virginia Beach was formed in 1906, comprised solely of the 2 
square miles of what is now the resort area. 

The city of Virginia Beach, as we know it today, was formed on January 
1, 1963, as a result of the merger between the tiny, second-class city of 
Virginia Beach and the sprawling Princess Anne County of farm fields. 

The consolidation was achieved primarily to prevent Norfolk from an- 
nexing increasingly larger parts of Princess Anne County. The merger, 
however, was not achieved without a battle. Political titan, Sydney Kel- 
lam, paved the way by mobilizing support of the local residents, advocat- 
ing the passage of State legislation, and negotiating with Norfolk officials. 
(The water supply was an is&pe back then, too). In the end, the citizens 
approved the merger by nearly a 5 to 1 margin, prompting then Common-

The scene has been frequently repeated ovct the last few years. As I have 
watched children walking down the hall with their teacher, I have often 
said, "this couldn't possibly be just one class." Without exception, the re- 
sponse has been "yes." Initially, it was amusing to see a long line of 
children following along behind a lone teacher. But as time goes on the 
impact of too many students in classrooms on educators and on the stu- 
dents themselves is great. 

The argument has been made that years ago classes were large and stu- 
dents still managed to learn. After all, we've all turned out well, haven't 
we? Over the years, however, a lot has changed. Social and technological 
advances have altered our lives and the pressures on families are great. 
More often than not, both parents work and in many cases children are be- 
ing raised by one parent. The term "nuclear family" has been replaced by 
terms such as "single parent family," blended families," and "latch-key 
chiklren." 

As educators, we are being asked to educate children who, in the past, 
would not have remained in school. We now talk of conduct-disorders, 
learning disabilities, attention deficit disorders, and now even a new term, 
"at-risk" children. Public education has had to assume a greater role in the 
education and welfare of all children. 

Research is telling us plainly that lowering class size leads to increased 
scwes in the core subject of reading and mathematics. Teachers are able to 
.soend more quality time with their students and can better understand the

learning mode of each individual child. A valuable by-product is increased 
self-esteem on the part of the child who is able to develope successful work 
habits. Discipline problems decrease in an aunosphere where problems can 
be resolved quickly and effectively. Teachers become more sensitive to the 
emotional needs and changes in their students and can handle problems be- 
fore a crisis occurs. Teachers also reportedly feel better about their profes- 
sion. 

While class size has increased, the amount of information that has to be 
given to our students has also increased. Little time is left for valuable 
"digressions" in the established curriculum. These digressions can bring 
text book concepts in focus with the child's experience and thus enhance 
the learning experience. 

Special education classes are increasing in numbers. One can not help 
but wonder if teachers had the time to observe and to identify individual 
problems early in a child's educational career and were then able to inter- 
vene and woiit with the child through consultation wiUi support personnel 
the need for such services may be reduced. There would then be more room 
for those who truly need the intervention. 

The cost is undesirably great. But research has also told us that many

Suffrage is not a right arising from United States citizenship! Only the 
states can determine the right to vote, subject to the restrictions in the 
Constitution that such right cannot be denied or abridged on account of 
ra:e, color, previous condition of servitude, sex or age, if 18. 

Of course. Congress has the implied power to protect citizens of the 
United States from violence when in the act of voting for federal officers, 
for freedom to vote is essential to self-government. Voting is the demo- 
cratic method by which We the People decide issues and choose our leaders. 
But the Constitution does not specify qualifications necessary for a citizen 
to cast his ballot 

To vote in Virginia Beach, one must be a citizen of the United States 
and 1 8 years of age on or before the next general election. In addition, one 
must be a legal resident of Virginia, having domicile and a place of abode 
in Virginia Beach at the time of registration, which must be done in per- 
son. If you were not registered by Oct. 8, it is too late to do so. Thus, 
you are not eligible to vote in the election on the 8th of November. 

Dr. Marlene J. Hager serves as the voter registrar for the city of Virginia 
Beach. The voter registration program carried out by her office this past 
year has been recognized as outstanding and recently received an award from 
the Virginia Municipal League. The constitution's Celebration Commis- 
sion was pleased to have participated in this effort by co-sponsoring one of 
the registration drives and providing lapel stickers, "I voted, " for those 
who cast ballots in the councilmanic election last spring and for those who

will vote next week. 

Aided by the regisUar's efforts, more than 21 ,000 new voters added their 
names to the voter regisu-ation list. The big test, however, comes next 
Tuesday when the "old" voters join the "new" voters at their designated 
precincts and fulfill their civic obligation by voting. Some analysts pre- 
dict a rash of "no shows" on Election Day. Many say the trouble is that 
the candidates have failed to excite the voters. Others say it's just too 
difficult to register. 

No one will deny that the level of voting among those who are regis- 
tered is quite high, almost 90%. But since approximately two-fifths of 
those eligible have not registered, the prediction is that the turnout this 
year will be a disaster. That should not be the case in our City after the 
successful registration program. Virginia Beach voters have an opportu- 
nity to prove or disprove these analyses. 

If you stay home, there is the danger that special interest groups will 
control the election and thereby shape the laws that govern us all. Besides,

hunted at Wildlife Refuge

The Back Bay National Wildlife 
Refuge will hold a twelve day hunt 
for white-tailed deer and feral pigs 
through Nov. 12. 

Anthony LegCT, refuge manager, 
said, "A different group of hunters 
comes in each day," witii approxi- 
mately 54 hunters participating 
each day. 

The hunt, which is in its third 
year of existence, is held to "bring 
the population of the Iwrd into the 
carrying capacity of the habitat," 
Legersaid. 

In other words, the hunt is 
necessary to control over-popula- 
tion. Leger said there are "far too 
many" *cr in the area and "we can't 
support them all." He explained 
that the deer tend to expand and 
therefcwe, they don't have enough 
food to eat 

The other animal that's allowed 
to be hunted is the feral pig, which 
is a "domestic hog living in the 
wild," according to Leger. These 
pigs are not native wildlife and are 
(testructive to the habitat. 

Leger said he cxpccte 5 to 10 
pigs and 50 to 70 deer will be

hunted during the course of the 
twelve days. By eliminating some 
of the animals, he said it would be 
easio^ to keep deer in harmony with 
the environment and make food 
availaMe for ducks and geese. 

The hunt will take place on 
1,882 acres of Refuge lands, con- 
tained within seven predetermined 
zoites. All land south of the Visitor 
Contact Station will be closed to 
the public for safety reasons, but all 
areas north of the Visitor Center 
will be opened for hunting and 
otho" wildlife oriented activities, 
according to Leger. 

Hunters were selected through a 
lottery, and those who don't diow 
up, can be replaced with standby 
hunters. Check-in starts at 4 a.m., 
but Leger said hunting can not start 
until 1/2 hour before ninrise. 

Leger added that all hunters must 
have a state license and a permit to 
hunt. All hunter, including bow 



hunters, are required to wear a min- 
imum of 400 square inches of 

"hunter orange" clothing on their 
head, chest and back. 

The Back Bay Wildlife Refuge, 
located just past Sandbridge, was 
established for migratory water 
fowl, such as ducks and geese, en- 
dangered species like falcons and 
eagles and to do "whatever we can 
for other wildlife and promote peo- 
ples' appreciation for wildlife," ac- 
cording to Leger. 

Leger is confident that the hunt 
will be successful. 

"I expect the hunt will come off 
jMetty well," he said.

The city's 
first major shopping mall (Pembroke opened in 1966) represented an im- 
portant event for shoppers. In the early 1970's Mount Trashmore. once a 
70-foot mound of garbage, was opened as a city park complete with two 
lakes. This facility represents an innovative approach to refuse disposal 
and Parks and Recreation faciliucs. „ ... ^ 

In 1980 the city unveiled the sleek, modem Pavilion Convcn xn- 
ler designed to host craft shows, conventions, ballet and a host of other 
events Continuing with the city's commitment to cultural and rccrc- 
aUonal opportunities, the Virginia Beach MariUme Historical Museum 

opened in 1981; funding for die new Virginia Beach Arts Center was ap- 
nroved in 1985; the Virginia Marine Science Museum oopened m 1986; 
and die Central Library opened in 1988. In addition. Uirce new community 
recreation centers will be built in the near future, supplementing the exisi- 
injt Kempsville Center and geographically covering Uie city.

If Uiere is a low turnout of 
voters, people of oUier nations may come to realize Uiat die voice of 
America is not Unly Uie voice of The People. 

Two isundred years ago, in 1788, only die white male land-owners were 
eligible to vote for the first senators and congressmen under die new Con- 
stitution. They also chose Uie electors who unanimously elected our first 
president. Today, widi a sizeable percentage of die citizenry eidier renters 
or heavily mortgaged "home-owners," I wonder how many would qualify to 
vote if die old rales were applied. Fortunately, die pendulum has swung 
from an aristocracy to a democracy. 

However, we are living in a highly stractured and complex society. 
Ironically, diis InformaUon Age is frequendy producuve of disinformation. 
In the frenzy to collect votes, candidates promise Uiings diat arc not widiin 
dieir power to deliver. For example, a promise to raise or not to raise 
taxes. In point of fact, die power to lax was not given to die president, 
but is a legislative function. „ 

Will Rogers once said, "All I know is what 1 read in die papers. Today 
much of what we "know" is what we see on television. In diis age of die 

sophisUcated mulU-media blitz, the voter must shoulder die burden of 
sorting out for himself a resolution of die barrage of confiicUng claims and 

To accomplish this, a person shouW strive to keep an open mind while 
reading, listening, and viewing die campaign rhetoric and propaganda. Be- 
fore arriving at a personal evaluation, one should look beyond die candi- 
date's image, which has often been orchestrated by a "spin doctor." A na- 
tional columnist rccenUy commcnied dial we haw ikk been witwjssmg a 
politrcal campaign, but a ielcvisi«i scries diis year. 



At the Fall Convocation at Virginia Wesleyan College a few weeks ago. 
Charles McDowell, Washington correspondent for die Richmond Times- 
Dispatch and a panelist on "Washington Week in Review," stated diat. in 
his opinion, die 1988 Presidential Campaign had been totally dominated 
by "market research." He commented that the Dukakis campaign staff 
probably had die highest IQs of any previous campaign staff, but dial Bush 
had assembled a group of technicians who understood poliUcs. 

Just before die last presidential election, William Fk. Buckley. Jr., edi- 
tor of "National Review" wrote an article. "Voting is a Civic Sacrament," 
("Reader's Digest," October 1984) in which he callenged diose who said it 
didn't matter who you vote for, only dial you vote. Buckley asserted. 
"Voting is a sacrament, and should not be taken lighdy." In fact, he con- 
tinued, voting one's personal interest without giving any diought to die 
national meaning of die vote could be considered civK sacrilege. 

Buckley presented various scenarios to drive home his point. For in- 
stance, should die young men of America, when diey vote, select die can- 
didate who promises diat under no circumstances will he revive die draft? 
What dien of die country's interests? I must concur widi his basic mes- 
sage diat die whole idea of democracy rests on faidi dial citizens will vole 
and dial diey will vole for die best interest of die country rather than self- 
interest . . 

What would happen if, before we enter die voting boodi. we were asked 
to take an oadi. "Raise your right hand, citizen. Do you solemnly swear 
to vote fw die good of die country, and only for die good of die country, 
so help you God?" Surely it is our duty to determine which candidate be- 
lieves in die ideals we cherish, and which we diink arc in die best interest 
of die nation. . 

A fonner president. Theodore Roosevelt, did not hire a public rclauons 
firm, nor television consultants to write sound bites or arrange photo op- 
portunities, but his words challenge us even today. "Keep your eyes on 
die stars, but your feet on die ground. It is true of the Nation, as of die 
individual, dial die greatest doer must also be a great dreamer. Great action 
cannot lake place if the man has it not in his brain to diink great dioughis, 
to dream gital dreams. No nation ever amounted to anydiing if it did not 
have widiin its should die power of fealty to lofty ideal." You needn't 
search m Ti»sday. His name won't be on your ball(M.

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ContlHMcd from page 1 
will include a dining hall with 
seating fcv approximately SOO; two 
smaller dining rooms; a galle- 
ria/lounge; kitchen. prefKiration and 
serving areas; a bookstore; and a 
campus post office. 

"The grant from Ford is highly 
significant because it comes from a 
major national corporation with an 
important plant in our area," said 
President Clarke. "I am confident 
that the Kresge Foundation Chal- 
lenge Grant was an important factor 
in this contribution from Ford." 

Thomas C. Broyles, trustee 
chairman of the $9 million 2Sth 
Anniversary Campaign for facili- 
ties, endowment and sustained 
operating support, reported that 
$6.3 million has been contributed 
or pledged on that goal since Octo- 
ber 1986. This includes 18 gifts of 
$100,000 or more. Broyles indi- 
cated that he and members of the 
steering committee hope to com- 
plete the campaign, the College's 
largest ever, by the end of 1989. 

In reporting on the College's 
record enrollment of 1,261 a S per- 
cent increase over last year's 1,203 
students. President Clarice said, "We 
are expoiencing steady enrollment 
growth, while continuing to in- 
crease the academic quality of the 
freshnuui class." 

W. Steve Stocks, vice president 



for admission and financial aid, re- 
ported that SAT scores for freshmen 
have risen 74 points in the last 
three years. He added that also over 
the past three years, applications 
have more than doubled, enrollment 
has increased by 23.7 percent, and 
the number of out-of-state students 
has continued to increase. 

David E. Buckingham, vice 
fxesident for student affairs, reported 
that a record number of resident 
students win the daytime program 
(50.4 percent) has resulted in the 
College's leasing additional town- 
houses and apartments adjacent to 
the campus to accommodate 184 
students this year. Last year 128 
students were placed in College-ar- 
ranged off-campus housing. "We 
are very anxious to bring these stu- 
dents on campus," said Bucking- 
ham. Last spring the Board autho- 
rized final drawings for the comple- 
tion of Village II, which will pro- 
vide additional dormitories, class- 
room and faculty office space, and 
studrat services areas. 

In the revised budget of 
$10,313,980 for the fiscal year 
which began on July 1, 1989, 35 
p^cent is designated for instruction 
and academic support, 13.3 percent 
for student services, and 6.3 percent 
for financial aid. This year 990 
students, or 73 percent of the total 
sUidenl body, are receiving financial 
aid. The remainder of the budget is 
used to cover general operation and 
maintenance.

Anthony D. Leger, Refuge Man- 
ager at Back Bay National Wildlife 
Refuge (NWR), stated that steady 
progress is being made on the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service's 
(Service) Study to expand the 
existing Refuge boundary. Woric is 
continuing on a Draft Environmen- 
tal Assessment (EA) and, according 
to Leger, the Refuge and its Re- 
gional Office (located in Newton 
Comer, Massachusetts) are hopeful 
that the document will be released 
by Dec. 1, of this year. 

The Draft EA will; address 
wildlife threats, outline and evaluate 
various alternatives (including No 
Action), and identify lands suitable 
for acquisition. The release of the 
EA will be followed by a 30 day 
public comment period. This will 
give interested citizens an opportu- 
nity to review and comment on the 
draft proposal. 



Leger also reiterated that if a 
proposal to obtain additional lands 
is approved, the Service intends to 
continue with its long-standing 
policy of working with willing 
sellers, at fair market value as funds 
become available. Between 1978 
and 1987 the Service condemned 
only 6,293 acres - less that 1% of 
the 9(X),0(X) acres acquired. 

The expansion proposal is in di- 
rect supportof the North American 
Waterfowl Management Plan - an 
international agreement between the 
United States and Canada, signed in 
1986. The Plan calls for protection 



and management of important wa- 
terfowl habitats to provide for in- 
creased peculations of ducks, geese, 
and swans. According to Leger, in- 
creased management efforts to im- 
prove waterfowl habitats at Back 
Bav NWR are paying off. Early 
migrants have been arriving at the 
Refuge dikes. Refuge Pools, espe- 
cially B and C Pools, contain high 
quality stands of threesquare bull- 
rush, smartweed, water hyssop, and 
millet The pools are now in excel- 
lent condition with an abundance of 
natural foods available for water- 
fowl.

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Wellington Woods resident fights to provide New Hop-In must have "Pungolian" look 
day care to nine kids in her home 



Among the most controversial 
issues at a recent Council meeting 
which lasted until almost midnight 
was an application permitting a 
Wellington Woods resident to take 
care of two more children in her 
home than she is allowed without 
the permit 

Karen A. Lewis, who operates a 
family day care center at her home 
at 812 Duke of Suffolk Drive, al- 
ready provides day care for nine 
children including her own two who 
are school-aged. Some of the other 
children also are school-aged and 
therefore spend only part of the day 
with her. Although she has state 
and federal licenses, her attorney, 
Lx)uis Paulson, said, she was un- 
aware until a few months ago that 
she needed a city permit to provide 
for more than seven children not 
including her own. If she did not 
get the permit, Lewis said, she 
would have to choose two children 
to exclude which she would find 
hard to do. 

Residents of Wellington Woods 
and adjoining Great Neck Meadows 
opposed the application because it 
would be precedent-setting, bring- 
ing business into a residential 
neighborhood and because of the 
additional traffic and noise. 

Five mothers who use Lewis's 
services pleaded with Council to 
grant the permit. They extolled 
Lewis as a loving mother-substitute 
and preferable to professional day 
care operations which, they said, 
were not only more expensive but 
did not provide a home atmosphere. 

The mothers won out. Council 
granted the permit by a vote of 8-2, 
but only for two years when the 
operation will be reevaluated. Dis- 
senting were Albert Balko, coun- 
cilman from the Lynnhavcn Bor- 
ough where the home is located md 
Councilwoman Reba McClanan. 

Rosemary Stanton, president of 
the Family Home Care Association 
said that of the 300 home care 
providers in the city, most are 
"underground." They operate with- 
out getting the appropriate city. 
state or federal permits. She said 
thai Lewis operates "above ground." 

After the hour-long hearing. Coun- 



cilman John A. Baum remarked, 
"I'm just as satisfied the rest of 
them stay underground." 

Stanton said that professicMial day 
care is not always the answer. She 
said that these operations do not 
take children before 7 a.m. or after 
6 pjn, "What happens to the chil- 
dren who need care before 7 a.m. 
and after 6 p.m."? she asked. She 
said that Lewis has one assistant so 
that she provides one care giver for 
every 4 1/2 children while profes- 
sional centers are required to have 
only one for every ten children. 
She added that only two profes- 
sional centers in the Great Neck 
area address the need for care for 
children under two years old. 

James A. LaDu presented a peti- 
tion signed by 120 residents of 
Wellington Woods opposing the 
application. Another petition with 
54 names had already been submit- 
ted. "We don't want the precedent 
for the intrusion of other busi- 
nesses," he said, pointing out that a 
licensed center is in a business area 
five minutes from Lewis' home. 

Baiko said that while Lewis does 
a "super job" and there is a need for 
diis type of care, "this is a busi- 
ness," He said that Lewis hires one 
person. He said that Council has 
been protective of this area and de- 
nied an application where another 
individual wanted to operate a 
printing business ^rom his home. 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
pointed out that the zoning ordi- 
nance allows for conditional use 
permits for family day care centers 
and that it was fair "we give her 
(Lewis) an opportunity." He sug- 
gested a two-year permit 

Councilman John D. Moss, who 
seconded Heischober's motion, said 
that day care is a critical issue. 
"We have to convince peopte not to 
go underjround." He said that the 
alternate to family day care is i(x 
the public to provide it although 
the jM-ivaie sector <k)es the job much 
bcuer. 

Balko, a little angered, said that 
Stanton said a lot of the operations 
arc underground, "iweoare your- 
selves for the future. If that's the 
wty this Council «^mts to go, fine 



and dandy. Go ahead and do it" 

Baum said it was not often he 
agreed with John Moss, but "they're 
all struggling." 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
said that the permit does not set a 
precedent for commercial zoning. 
She said she expects that a lot of 
businesses are conducted in homes, 
pointing out that Council members 
work out of their home. 

Lewis said she had been operat- 
ing the center at her home for 19 
months "and no one ever said any- 
thing." 

Charlotte Davenport, a single 
parent, said she could not afford a 
{X'ofessional day care center. 

Another parent, Janet Wykic, 
wtK)se children are school-aged, said 
that she has tried commercial day 
care centers and her children asked 
her to quit. She said leaving her 
children with Lewis is a big relief 
to her. 

Jacob E. Janssen said the Lewis 
house is not adequate to take care of 
seven children. The mothers, he 
said, don't always park in the 
driveway, they parte on the street.

The community of Pungo in the 
nethermost reaches of the city has a

~ and Councilwoman Barbara Hen- 
ley. 

So much so, Uiat Henley coined 
the word, "Pungolian," which 
means -- you've got it - all things 
with a Pungo flavor. 

Hop-In Food Stores, Inc. learned 
about that added dimension recently 
when it applied to Council for a 
conditional use permit for gasoline 
pumps in conjunction with a con- 
venience store at the northwest cor- 
ner of Princess Anne Road and In- 
dian River Road. That's the inter- 
section that is "downtown Pungo," 
the one with the traffic light, and 
that's where the annual Pungo 
Strawberry Festival takes place. 

Hop-In, represented by attorney 
Robert Cromwell, was ready. It 



had its architectural drawing of a 
colonial-style building, none of the 
rubber-stamp Hop-Ins for Pungo, 
and a promise that the remaining 
part of the three-acre site would be 
developed in the same way. 

The ai^lication was approved by 
a vole of 9-1 (Councilman John D. 
Moss dissented) but only after Reba 
McClanan, councilwoman from the 
Princess Anne Borough where the 
site is located, added more condi- 
tions to those already recommended 
by the Planning Commission t- 
things like unobtrusive dumpsters, 
an area for delivery trucks in the 
rear of the building and using a 
colonial motif throughout the site. 

Henley, the Pungo Borough 
councilwoman, said that while the 
site is in the Princess Anne Bor- 
ough, everyone in Pungo is con- 
cerned with what goes on at that 



comer. She said that the location 
historically had a g^eral suxt with 
a gas pump, so that the Hop-In 
isn't so far off base. In fact each of 
the ccHners had a general store and a 
gas pump. 

But there's a difference between a 
general stpre and a convenience 
store, she said.

Q. What is a ''General Obligation Revenue 
Bond?** 

A- A "General Obligation Revenue Bond" is a 
bond where revenues from the water and 
sewer utility are pledged to pay off the 
bonds, but tilje bonds are also secured by 
the full faith and credit of the City. 
The use of General Obligation Revenue 
Bonds represent the lowest cost financ- 
ing option available to the City. For the 
City to issue general obligation revenue 
bonds, voter authorization must be given. 

g. How will pipeline construction costs be 
pUd? 

A. Utility revenues from water connection fees 
(Water Resource Recovery Fee adopted 
January 1986) and water rate increases will 
pay the cost of the project.

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Diabetes Should Not 
be Taken Lightly 



One out of every 20 of Virginia Beach's 379,000 residents is 
diabetic. Approximately half of the population knows they 
have diabetes, the other half doesn't. It is very important to 
catch the disease in an early state, and the Virginia Beach Gen- 
eral Hospital has provided a list of symptoms that could possi- 
ble identify a diabetic: 

* Frequent thirst and urination. 

* Constant hunger. 

* Rapid weight loss. 

* Weakness. 

* Irritability. 

* Nausea and vomiting (if these two symptoms persist patient 
may go into a coma). 

Anyone who has these symptoms should immediately see a 
doctor or attend diabetes screenings, often offered at area hos- 
pitals. There is no cure for diabetes, therefore the most impor- 
tant way to control the disease is to be properly educated. 

Diabetes is the inability of the body to use food properly for 
energy. In many instances, the body doesn't produce insulin, a 
hormone produced by the pancreas that helps move glucose out 
of the blood and into the cells. The body needs insulin to con- 
vert sugars and starches into energy. Without insulin, a person 
could (Oe. 

Aside from educating themselves, diabetics must also diet 
properly, exercise, take diabetes pills and receive insulin shots 
if necessary. They also conduct self blood glucose monitoring 
in their own homes. 

Diabetes is the third leading cause of death in the United 
States; 150,000 people die each year from the disease. Anyone 
who knows they are diabetic or has any of the symptoms can 
call 481-8132 for more infonnation. - K.L.D.

But the State Department 
of Transportation (DOT), which is 
widening Dam Neck Road from 
four to six lanes, she told City 
Council recently, has decided not 
to acquire the house. 

Lancaster said the house is as- 
sessed for $38,000. but that she 
has had to lower the rent on the 
property although she is still pay- 
ing for the mcmgage on the home. 
In addition to the right-of-way ac- 
quisition, there are easements for 
Virginia Power and Contel. Why 
does Contel need a separate ease- 
ment, she asked, when in other 
road construction projects, the 
telephone easement is located 
along the right-of-way? 

Eleven of the houses on the 
south side of Dam Neck Road will 
be impacted by the project and 
several appealed to Council for 
help Monday. They, and Council 
as well, are puzzled about why 
most of the land acquisition and 
easements are being taken from 
the south side when the land on 
the north side of the road is unde- 
vel(q)ed. That {voperty is owned 
by Wayne Mcliskcy. 

They are further confused be- 
cause the road as it is now de- 
signed is not the same road that 
was discussed and approved at 
public hearings. 

City Attorney Aubrey V. 
-Watts« Jr.i^id that the dty hai 
made inquiries to the State on the 
process followed. "What we heard 
at the public hearings is different 
firom what's bdng done," he said. 

At the request of Council- 
woman Reba McClanan, Council 
adopted a resolution requesting the 
'DOT to reconsider the right-of- 
wi^ and utility easement locations 
fm its project to reduce the impact 
on property owners to the extend 
considered at the public hearing on 
Feb. 17. 

McClanan said that what dis- 
turbs her is dut if public hearings 
are going to be held the city votes 
on plans, additional issues should 
be considered such as the power 
easements. She said that along 
North Plaza Trail, one Virginia 
Power box burned out and wu re- 
puted with a larger one almg the 
reiidentiai street TheUffgerbox 
is intended to serve future busi- 
nesses across the street. Mc- 
Clanan said the Power official said 
that this has always been the pol- 
icy of the company. She said she 
asked, "Do you plan to go out and 
not give all the facts?" 

The resolution notes that the 
plans whkh were presented during 
the hearing failed to illustrate cer- 
tain utility easements which 
woukl be required as a result of the 
project and as a result, the plans 
shown during the public hearing 
failed to demonstrate to the public 
and [nt>perty owners the total im- 
pact of the road improvement pro- 
ject 

The resolution asks that DOT 
reomsider the location of the pro- 
poned right-of-way utility ease- 
mem to minimize any hnpact on 
affected property owners which 
may be greater than that previ- 
ously demonstrated during the 
public hearing. 

At a recent meeting with the 
resi(tents at the Nimmo Church, 
M(<:ianan said that refresentatives 
of DOT had no answers for the 
residents. Attending the session 
from the State were J.C. Cleve- 
and, who savtA as moderator; B.

The American Education Week observance marks the 67th consecutive 
year that the National Education Association has been a sponsor of 
American Education Week. 

Representatives of the NEA, American Legion, and U.S. Office of 
Education in 1919 discussed the launching of a campaign diat would solicit 
public support for a new emphasis on education in the aftermath of World 
War I. Draft boards had discovered that about 2S percent of the military 
draftees wctc illiterate and some 29 pwcent were physically unfit 

The conventions of the NEA and the American Legion adopted 
resolutions calling for cooperative efforts to raise public awareness of the 
importance of education for the nation's well being. 

NEA Representative Assembly delegates in Des Moines, Iowa, in 1921 
^proved a resolution that said "An educational week should be observed in 
all communities annually for the purpose of informing the public of the 
accomplishments and needs of the public schools and to secure the 
cooperation and support of the public in meeting those needs." 

The first American Education Week was held December 4-10, 1921, 
with NEA and the American Legion as the initial cosponsors. In 1922 the 
U.S. Office of Education became an American Education -Week cosponsor. 

Since its inception 66 years ago, American Education Week has 
continued to grow. The National Congress of Parents and Teachers, now 
the National PTA, became an official cosponsor of the annual celebration 
in 1938. And the National School Boards Association joined the ranks of

cosponsoring organizations in 1980. 

Today, the observance of American Education Week serves to increase 
public understanding and appreciation of die nation's schools, to encourage 
parents to visit schools, and to build civic and community support to 
improve education. Twelve different national organizations are cosponsors 
of American Education Week, and the groups represent every sector of the 
education community, school staff, parents, adminisu^tors, and school 
boards. 

To begin Virginia Beach's 1988 celebration of American Education 
Week, Mayor Meyera Oberndorf launched a local salute to the public 
schools by signing a proclamation observing November 13-19 as 
American Education Week in Virginia Beach. The theme for the week- 
long observance is "America's Schools: Invest in Your Future." 

"Our citizens take pride in the contributions of the public schools to 

society," the proclamation states. "The availability of public education to 

all youngsters has provided the foundation of this country's economic 

vitality, national security, standard of living, and system of democratic 

government"

A Day to Remember and Honor Our Veterans

My father was a young Army lieutenant in France when hostilities 
ceased along the battlelines, ending World War I. He always remembered 
the relief and excitement of the troops when the news came that the war 
was over. He often reminded the family that the war had ended at the 1 1th 
hour of the 1 1th day of the 1 1th month in 1918. 

Although the United States had not officially entered the war until April 
of 1917, by its conclusion 50,000 Americans had died and more than 
200,000 Americans had been wounded during that conflict. 

When the news reached America that the German government had un- 
conditionally accepted the armistice terms, there was great rejoicing. En- 
thusiastic demonstrations and impromptu parades took place all across the 
nation. Church bells v/erc rung. People in office buildings tore up tele- 
phone books and threw bits of paper on the jubilant marchers who had 
taken to the streets below. 

President Woodrow Wilson had called it "a war to end wars," and most 
Amoicans believed that the establishment of the League of Nations would 
secure a lasting peace tor mankind. 

The following year, on 1 1 November 1919, President Wilson issued a 
Proclamation, stating, "We wwe able to bring the vast resources, material 
and moral, of a great and free people to the assistance of our associates in 
Europe, who had suffered and sacrificed without limit in the cause for 
which they fought.. 

"The war showed us the strength of great nations acting together for 



fn February of 1954, a Congressman from Kansas </» 
fered a bill to change the name of Armistice Day to Vei$rms 
Duy to honor all men and women who had served in the 

United Stales armed services. 



high purposes, and the victory of arms foretells the enduring conquests 
which can be make in peace when nations act justly and in furtherance of 
the common interests of men...To us in America the reflections of 
Armistice Day will be filled with solemn pride in the heroism of those 
who died in the country's service." 

Many of the dead of World War I had been buried without identification. 
On Armistice Day, known also as Remembrance Day, 1920, the body of 
an Unknown Soldier was buried under the Arc de Triomphe in Paris. That 
same day, an Unknown Soldier was buried in Wesuninster Abbey in Lon- 
don. 

Four unidentified bodies from American war cemeteries in France were 
brought to the City of Chalons-sur-Mame. Sergeant Edward S. Younger, 
the most decorated enlisted man of that war, was given the honor of mak- 
ing the final selection. Then the cruiser Olympia returned the body to its 
native land. 

On 11 November 1921, President Warren G. Harding, surrounded by

Message Therapy not the 
Same as "Massage Parlor 



By 1990 recycling will be a 
way of life. Wade Kyle, solid 
waste supervisee fw the city, told 
council at a woik %ssion recently. 
He said that the "buzz word" in the 
waste management industry is re- 
cycling. Recycling sCTvcs both as 
a way to diminish the amount of 
trash to be disprowl of and a way 
to con^rve national resources. 

But before ibc city makes my 
definite plans for la^e-scale recy- 
cling, he said, tl^ solid waste di- 
visbn is waiting fat the outcone 



of a feasibility study commis- 
sioned by the Soutl^islem Public 
Servk* Authority (SKA). 

Kyle said that a pilot program 
of 8,000 homes in the region 
(including 1,000 in Virginia 
Beach) is being condiKted to de- 
termine the feasibility of recycling 
glass, aluminum, i^wspaper and 
plastics. SPSA alr^dy recycles 
glass md other matoials. 

Also, if feasible, SPSA will 
be budgeting for a cnnpost opoa- 
tion, Kyle said. SPSA has indi- 



cated an interest in purchasing 
mulching equipment for $200,000 
to recycle leaves and other yard 
debris. 

With recycling, Kyle said, dif- 
ferent types of containers would 
have to be furnished to take care of 
different materials. 



Councilwoman Bartoa Henley 
said that the city has been slow 
about implementing programs. 
She said the people are educated. 



but that recycling has to be made 
convenient. "1 hope you're not 

tfying to make it so perfect you're 
going to allow years to go by." 

Kyle said that newspaper is 
now being recycled at public 
schools where bins have been lo- 
cated at no cost to the taxjayers. 
A contractor spent $300,000 in 
equipment and will pay the 
schools $3 a ton. The city saves 
in collection costs becau^ news- 
pafiers are whoe the weight is.

The law suits have been filed and 
both parties are prepared for battle, 
but still no date has been set for the 
trial between former mayw Robert 
lones and Landmark Communica- 
tions. 

According to the clerk of the 
Circuit Court, "It came on for mo- 
tions but no date has been set Yet." 

Jones said he believes the trial 
will take place "as soon as it's pos- 
sible and reasonable and fair to all 
parties." 

The parties may wait a little 
longer than expected to begin the 
fight over the $19.8 million law 
suit Jones filed against The Vir- 
ginian-Pilot and The L«lger-Star for 
allegedly damaging his reputation 
and his career by printing libelous 
stories, editorials, and cartoons 
about him. 

Before a trial date can oe set, 
both parties must go through pre- 
liminary motions. Once they are 
cleared, a discovery period begins.

Only after this is taken care of can 
U^y decide on a date. 

The appointment of a judge also 
has not been made. Because Circuit 
Court judges disqualified them- 
selves from a previous trial involv- 
ing Jones, the Supreme Court has 
to appoint another judge. Again, a 
date can not be set unless it is 
cleared with the judge. 

Jones' lawyer told The Sun that 
probably the same judge that was 
appointed to the first trial will be 
appointed a second time. 

Jones has requested a juried trial. 
The jury selection will not take 
place until the day the trial begins. 

As in any litigation, it is 
impossible to know exactly when a 
trial is^oing to happen. The way it 
looks now, both parties will have 
plenty of time to prepare.

"I've never seen anybody go up 
against newspapers and win any- 
thing," he said.

representatives of the government armed services, diplomats from around 
the wOTld and thousands of spectators, watched as the flag-draped caisson 
bore the body to its final resting place in Arlington National Cemetery. 
Two minutes before 11 a.m., all traffic in the city of Washington came to 
a halt There was a period of silence followed by "T^s." 

All around the country. Armistice Day was commemorated by The 
American LegiOT, which had been foun(kd by Wwld War I Veterans. Soon 
other patriotic groups participated. Parades and memorial swviccs became a 
part of the annual ceremony, even though it was not an official holiday. 

In 1927. Congress requested President Calvin Coolidge to issue a 
proclamation urging government officials and citizens to observe Armistice 
Day with special programs. Renewed interest came in 1932 when the 
Tomb of the Unknown Soldier was finally completed and Ojpcn to the pub- 
lic. A 24-hour Military Guard was established 1 July 1937. 

Finally, in 1938, fifty years ago this year. President Frankhn D. Roo- 
sevelt signed a bill making Armistice Day a legal federal holiday, honoring 
those who had fought to make the world "safe for democracy." 

Ironically, the following year. World War 11 began in Europe. Then, 
with the Japanese attack on Pearl harbor, 7 December 1941, the United 

States was again at war. When, in 1945, this war ended, 405399 Ameri- 
cans had been killed and 671,278 had been wounded. 

My husband, then a Marine lieutenant, was one of those statistics. He 
was wounded during the fighting on the tiny Pacific Island of Peleliu. By a 
strange coincidence, he was shot on the same day of the same month that 
his father had been woinided in Worid War I! 

In 1945, the United Nations was organized as a kind of "town meeting 
of the worid." Peace aid jwosperity seemed at hand. Americans were confi- 
dent that the United N^ons would succeed where the Lea^e of Nations 
had£uled. 

A^n they were wrong. Only five years later, in June 1950, Commu- 
nist nwth Korea invackd South Korea. Before that conflkt ended in 1953, 
another 33,000 Americans had lost their lives. Somehow Armistice Day, 
which recognized tho» who had died in World Wtf I, had bst its meaning 
for the presoit generation. 

In Febniary of 1954, a Congressman from Kansas offered a bill to 
change the nane of Armistice Day to Veterans Day to honor all men and 
women who had served in the United Stales am^ services. The House aiui 
Senate quickly approved this bill and wi the 1st of June 1954, President 
Dwight D. EisenhowCT signed it into law. 

Hospiialman first Class William R. Charette, a holdw of the Medal of 
HwiOT, chc&t the body to represent al! of the dead from WwW War 11 from 
two unidentifittl bodks aboard the cruiser Canberra. Master Servant Ned 
Lylc, United State Aimy, was given tlw honw of selecting the Unknown 
of the Koretti conflkt from four caskets at the National Ccmetary in 

On Memorial Day 1958, President Dwight Eisenhower placed a medal of 
H(mx-on eadi of these two cadcets. A iwetAy-cm gun salute was fucd and 
Uie monument in Arlington national Cemet^y became known as the 



Tomb of the Unknowns. This hallowed place of rememtemce is one of 
America's most symbolic sites. A wreath is placed there on behalf of the 
Ammcan people on ev^ memorial Day and Veterans Day. 

Then on 1 January 1971, the three-day holiday bill went into effect This 
Congressional Act designated Uie fourth Monday of October as Veterans 
Day. Many patriotic groups and veterans organizations objected and 
protested. But Veterans Day ceremonies were held on that newly designated 
day from 1971 until 1977. It was not until 11 November 1978 Uiat die 
hdiday was returned to its traditional date. 

The Viet Nam conflict had involved Americans from the late 1950's in 
die rote of advisors. By 1961, American troops were sent but it is difficult 
to pinpoint the date Uiat tiie United States entered Uiis conflict However, 
when it ended on 29 March 1973 with die departure of die ground f(»x:es, 
approximately 58,000 American men and women had lost Uieir lives. 

Sergeant Major Alliui Kellogg, U.S. Marine Corps, a medal of Honor 
holder, was given the honor of placing a wreaUi before die casket contain- 
ing die remains of die Unknown Serviceman of die Vietnam Conflict in a 
designation ceremony on 17 May 1984 at Peari Harbor, Hawaii. The casket 
was Uien carried on board die (7.5.5.

On the 25di of May die body was taken to die United States Capitol to 
lie in ^ate in die center of die Rotunda on die catafalque diat had (Mice held 
die bodies of Abraham Lincoln and John F. Kennedy, as well as die re- 
mains of the Unknowns from World War I, World War H and Korea. 

On Memorial Day 1984, President Ronald Reagan gave die principal 
address, in which he said, "We pray for wisdom diat diis hero be America's 
last unknown." Then he concluded, "Today we simply say widi pride: 
diank you, dear son, and may God cradle you in his loving vms."

with graphic details of die good 
times and die bad times. She lis- 
tens tentively for it is a kind of 
dierapy for the firefighter who 
uies to save us from ourselves. 

I might add at this time diat 
because women are entering die 
<fire department at increasingly 
high numbers across the nation, 
husbands are encountering die 
same tasks of comforting and just 
listening to their firefighter, al- 
lowing them to wind down from 
die past 24 hours of seeing die 
human being at its lowest point, 
in the time of desperate need, a 
time when we can't help our- 
selves. 

Being married to a fuegfighter 
puts an additional stress factor on 
die marriage. The nights they 
sleep alone, working die holidays, 
the nightmare he has, die low 
wages, (meaning lower than nor- 
mal for die type of work diat po- 
licemen and firefighters do) and die 
close calls, diat is. die close calls 
diat she does hear about. 

The ^use has to reach for an 
answer to tell her weeping fire- 
fighter diat he did everydiing hu- 
manly possible to save the child 
dial just died. Yes, firefighters are 
very compassionate, after seeing 
what diey see day in and day out, 
you learn to respect life more than 



anybody else, they have seen it 
all. 

The spouse has to go by in- 
stinct as to what to say and what 
not to say, when to say it and 
when not to say it The spouse is 
die missing link that keeps the 
firefighters from just Uiming it all 
in and getting a desk job. And 
when a fvefighter is killed, she 



shows that she shares the grief 
widi every firefighter in die de- 
parunent. She has to step aside 
and allow them to mourn widi 
her, for the fire department is a 
strong socially orientated 
organization, when one dies, a part 
of each firefighter dies too. 

The good times, the firehouse 
jokes, die personal efforts on ev- 
ery fire call, the knowledge and 
experience are all lost. When a 

fuefighter dies, it is a tragic event. 

But die spouse is strong, for 
she knows just how good her fire- 
fighter was. She remembers the 
good times, die many parties she 
attended widi him, die award cer- 
emonies, the letters of 
commendations, the saves he 
made, the CPR that revived 
someone, all of these things will 
never be forgotten. 

Firefighter spouses - die silent 
fire dq>artment keeping America's 
firefighters motivated and sti-ong 
minded so that diey can keep us 
safe from the horrible fate of fire 
itself. I diank diem and I diank 
my loving wife Brenda, who for 
the past eleven years has been 
diere for me.

federal court in Raleigh issued an 
Order and memorandum. The court 
ruled in favor of Virginia Beach on 
23 of 25 counts. There are still two 
issues that have not been resolved: 
Does Virginia Beach need the water; 
and what is the impact of the pro- 
ject on striped bass, according to 
Redd. 

The U.S. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers has answered those questions 
on behalf of Virginia Beach but 
they have not submitted a final 



version. 

Thomas Leahy, Lake Gaston 
project manager, said in a recently 
published report, that die reason th^ 
striped bass are dying is because of 
overfishing, not pollution or water 
withdrawals. 

Redd said overfishing may be a 
factor, but "water and flow are also 
factors and must be studied."

Watts' Capital Improvement Budget ^each Party Chairmen Look Back 
Passes One Billion Dollar Mark

The Capital Improvement 
Budget proposed recently by City 
Manager Aubrey V. Watts Jr. 
passes the one billion dollar mark 
for the fu-st time in the city's his- 
tory. 

The detailed five-year budget 
calls for capital improvements to- 
taling $1,015,220,308; the overall 
ten-year program totals 
$1,387,403,352. 

Watts also has proposed sup- 
plemental programs which would 
increase the total CIP by 
$74,710,008 - $64 million in 
road bonds authorized by the Gct- 
eral Assembly at $8 million a year 
for ten years and approved by the 
voters in 1987, and $10,710,008 
for the acquisition and develop- 
ment of land for parks and recre- 
ation. 

The cost of both programs, 
said Watts, could be met with a 
2.8-cent property tax increase. 
The parks and recreation program, 
said Watts, parallels the backlog 
concept employed for roads and 
schools. 



E. D.^ Block, assistant city 
mana^r wiw presented the budget, 
announced the fu^t public hearing 
which is scheduled for Nov. 30 at 
7 p.m. at Princess Anne High 
School. Public hearings also art 
scheduled for the first reading ol 
the bond ordinance on Dec. 12 and 
for the second reading on Dec. 19. 
Council will have workshops on 
Nov. 16 at 1:30 p.m. in the Cen- 
tral Library with the School 
Board; Nov. 21, Nov. 28. and 
Dec. 5. 

Under the comprehensive pro- 
gram to enhance the city's parks 
and recreational areas. Watts envi- 
sions neighborhood community 
and district wide grassy areas along 
the city's highways. Attention 
traditionally reserved for the 
essentials (schools, roads and wa- 
ter and sewer) is extended to the 
aesdietic and recreational areas of 
city life. 

While many of the projects in 
the CEP are continuations of pro- 
grams in the current CIP. among 
the new projects are nine addi- 
tional schools, additions and rrao- 
vations to 28 schools, new bike- 
way and road projects and a

Substation. 

Of the total five-year program, 
$208,750,700 or 31.51 percent is 
for schools; $329,535,236 or 
49.74 percent fcM* engineering and 
highways; $74,680,489 or 11.27 
pocent for buildings; $49,543,030 
or 7.48 percent for parks and 
recreation for a total expenditure 
for general public improvement of 
$662,509,455 and another 
$352,710,853 for public utilities. 

In the ten-year program. 
$385,729,909 is in water and 
sewer and $1,001,673,443 in gen- 
ersA public improvements. 

To fund the school needs, the 
CIP projects a $48.06 million 
referendum in 1989 which would 
carry with it a 3.4 cent j»operty 
tax increase, and another $87.36 
million referendum in 1986 carry- 
ing with it a tax increase of 2.3 
cents or total tax increase of 5.7 
cents over the next five years. 
Use of the $64 million bond au- 
thority will speed up existing 
I^ojects and permit the addition of 
$64 million in new projects. 

Under the strategy developed

Virginia Beach voters were in a 
ticket-splitting mood Tuesday as 
they gave Republican George Bush 
69 percent of their votes and 
Democrat Charles Robb 71 percent. 
Congressman Owen Pickett also 
won 60 percent of the democratic 
votes in the city. 

"Unlike many places, Virginia 
Beach has a history of split tick- 
ets," said Kenneth Geroe, Virginia 
Beach Democratic party chairman. 
"Virginia Beach voters by and large 
are very independent and very con- 
scientious." 

Geroe said that Virginia Beach 
voters take a look at every individ- 
ual on a ballot and take the time to 
compare candidates. 

Loretta Tate, Republican party 
chairman said. "The people of Vir- 
ginia Beach are basically more cai- 
servative people. They've realized 
that over the last eight years, things 
have gone pretty well." 

Neither of the parties were sur- 
prised at the outcome of the Presi- 
dential election. 
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"We were very excited." Tate 
said. "We expected it" 

Geroe said their polling was 
"pretty accurate." so he was "not 
particularly surprised" that his can- 
didate lost 

"You're never pleased tq lose an 
election." he said. 

Referring to Bush being elected 
president. Geroe said locally. "It 
won't have political, sociological or 
economic impact one way or the 
other." 

Geroe added that he was pleased 
with the outcome of the senate race, 
but again, not surprised. 

"The senate race was certainly no 
surjmse to us." Tate said. 

Robb defeated Maurice A. 
Dawkins, winning three votes out 
of evoy four. Tate said Dawkins did 
not get enough money to win the 



race. She also added that Jerry C. 
Curry would have "pulled an upset" 
over Pickett if only he had more 
money to spend. 

"Curry ran a very respectable race 
against Owen Pickett," she said. 
"We're very proud of him and he is 
a good candidate." 

Tate said she is confident that 
Curry will run for office again. 

Although these elections are 
over, the political calender for 1989 
is full. Elections for governor, 
lieutenant governs, attorney gen- 
eral. House of Delegates, sheriff and 
the commonwealth's Attorney will 
be held in the spring. 

"It's going to be a full menu for 
1989," Geroe said.

Everyone knows what a joy it is to prepare federal and state ' 
tax returns. In just a few months, February to be exact, it will 
be time again to sit down and figure out how much money we 
owe and how nnich nooney the IRS owes us. 

Figuring taxes is not an easy task for anyone, but it's espe- 
cially hard for older citizens. That's why the American Associ- 
ation of Retired Persons is looking for volunteers for its Tax 
Aide Program, designed to help senior citizens prepare their 
taxes. 

Volunteers should be good at figures, communicate well and 
enjoy working with others. Prior experience in bookkeeping, 
accounting or tax preparation is recommended. 

Training will be provided to aU volunteers and will cover all 
tax regulations that affect the returns of older people. The 
training program was developed by the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice and the AARP, and is taught by IRS specialists and AARP 
volunteers. 

After training, volunteers become tax counselors in the Tax 
Aide Program and provide free tax services to the elderly, the 
handicapped and the shut-ins of nxxiest income levels. 

Volunteers are needed to begin training in early December 
and to work a half-day weekly at counseling firom Feb. 1 to 
April 15. Any out-of-pocket expenses will bt reimbursed by 
AARP during the working period.

Lake Gaston Pipeline Project 
Still Being Studied 



Virginia Beach has passed a 3-1 general-obligation bond 
referendum to fmance the Lake Gastcm water pipeline and the 
project is underway. Sort of. 

The designs for the pipeline are ncaring completion, but 
construction can not begin until the Raleigh, N.C. federal 
court says it can. The court is still waiting for the Army 
Corps of Engineers to submit a final environmental assess- 
ment. North Carolina wants to clear up a few more issues 
before making its decision. First, it wants to know if Vir- 
ginia Beach really does need 60 million gallons of water a 
day; and second, they want to know the impact of the 
pipeline on striped bass. 

Supposedly, die striped bass need a high water flow to 
spawn in the Roanolte River. Since Lake Gaston is part of a 
three-lake chain, it will not be the only affecting the bass. 
Virginia Beach has already said that if too much water is 
taken from Lake GasU)n during spawning season they will 
release extra water from Lake Kerr. 

To the agencies exposing the proj^t in North Carolina, 
that isn't good enough. 

The f^ral court might delay its decision and require a 
three-year study of dte water flow. Is that their way of killing 
the pipeline by analyzing it to death? Virginia Beach obvi- 
ously iteeds this water, and to wait another three years, not to 
mention the time and cost it would take to construct the 
pipeline, just doesn't seem fair. Those opposing the jnxyect 
should consider who's more important, Hunun beings or 
fish? - K.L.D. 
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Parents And Broaacasters Should Monitor 
The Advertisements Their Children See

On a recent weekend one of 
my staff members, being a modon 
male, was in his kitchen washing 
the breakfast dishes, while his 
young children were being enter- 
tained by their favorite Saturday 
morning cartoon shows. 

Many parents, perhaps too 
many, use the television from 
time to time as a babysitter. In 
this case, the programs themselves 
were familiar and reliable and 
tho^fore being viewed with com- 
plete parental approval. During a 
commocial break, however, there 
was an advertisement for an R- 
rated movie. 

The advertisers themselves 
admit in their commercial spots 
that these movies contain material 
that may not be suitable for chil- 
dren. Why, then, should these ad- 
vertisements be aired during diil- 
dren's programming? Marketing 
"mature" entertainment to an 
"immature" audience-one for 
which the advertiser freely admits 
his product is not suitable-strikes 
me as inappropriate. 

Parents cannot keep their chil- 
dren from being exp(»ed to such 
advertising by simply exercising 
discretion over the jnograms their 
children watch. Unpredictable, 
inappropriate commercials by the 
motion picture industry undermine 
parental confidence in the 
suitability of the entire traditional 
Saturday morning time period for 
their children to watch television. 

It's hard enough being a parent 
nowadays with commercial inter- 
ests influencing your children to 
but them new things and take 
them places that you don't really 
want to go. There is already a 
significant amount of congres- 
sional concern over the 
vulnerability of children to adver- 
tising during the times they usu- 
ally watch televisi(m. 

In fact. Congress recently sent 
to the President legislation to 
limit the amount of advertising 
and the manner in which it is pre- 
sented during children's program- 
ming. Most of this concern. 



however, is directed toward the 
marketing of products intended to 

be consumed by children. 

But what about the deliberate 
advertising of inappropriate adult 
products such as R-rated movies 
during programming specifically 
intended for children? This raises 
the question of whether there 
"ought to be a law." Americans 
send their elected representatives to 
Washington to "make laws." A 
responsible legislator recognizes 
that new Federal laws are not nec- 
essarily the best way to deal with 
every issue that comes along. In 
fact, many people believe that we 
have quite enough Federal laws 
already. 

So in this case, instead of 
jumping straight to the last resort 
of pushing for a new law, I asked 
Uie chairman of th Federal Com- 
munications Commission, Dennis 
I^trick. for his thoughts on this 
advertising practice and whether 
the FCC, as the agency responsi- 
ble for enforcing Federal commu- 
nications laws, had a position on 
the matter. 

Chairman Patrick responded 
that the FCC. and indeed the Fed- 
eral government generally, is 
severely restricted by the United 
States Constitution in its ability 
to take any action concerning the 
content of broadcast programming 
outside of certain narrowly defined 
areas relating, for example, to 
material which is obscene or inde- 
cent or which is false or mislead- 
ing. 

Since its adoption more than 
fifty years ago, the Communica- 
tions Act, from which the FCC 
draws all of its authority to regu- 
late, has provided that no power is 
granted or "shall be understood or 
construed to give the Commission 
the power of censorship over . . . 
radio communications (including 
television)." 

The FCC is not authorized to 
adopt regulations that infringe on 
broadcasters' First Amendment 
rights. In those areas where some 
restricted, the FCC may not con- 
travene the Communications Act 
without a specific congressional 



mandate. There is currently no 
such mandate applicable to the 
airing, during children's program- 
ming, of inappropriate television 

advertisements that, of them- 
selves, are entirely lawful. 

In conu-ast, specific congres- 
sional directives exist as the basis 
for the FCC's enforcement activi- 
ties against the broadcast of inde- 
cent material and. similarly, as the 
basis for the Department of Jus- 
tice's enforcement activities 
against the broadcasting of 
cigarette advertising. 

Of course, if any advertisement 
contains indecent material, the 
FCC remains committed to en- 
forcing the applicable laws and 
will continue to consider com- 
plaints alleging indecent broad- 
casts during daytime hours. The 

FCC is now involved in an ongo- 
ing proceeding to study whether 
marketplace factors will work to 
limit the amount of advertising 
during children's programming. 
When this proceeding is com- 
pleted, it is possible that the in- 
formation that is gathered relating 
to parental control and other fac- 
tors bearing on children's pro- 
gramming may be useful in pro- 
viding a solution to the problem I 
haveppsed. 

Until other action may be 
taken, however, it is th FCC's 
position that the public's opinion 
and comments on issues such as 
inappropriate advertising during 
children's programming should be 
communicated directly to the 
management personnel at the tele- 
vision stations and networks ex- 
hibiting such advertisements, as 
well as to the sponsors of the 
programs. 

It would be my recommenda- 
tion that parents who are con- 
cerned about this issue do just that 
and get in touch with their local 
broadcasto^. Viewer preferences 
do affect programming decisions 
and the judgment of spons(M^.

tor open space and recreational ar- 
eas, the city would provide a 
funding mechanism for park lands 
reserved by developers, develop 
existing city-owned lands, speed- 
up improvement of already desig- 
nated parks, acquire iuklitional park 
land in already developed areas of 
the city, develop the scenic watw- 
way system and city-owned lands 
in the West Neck Creek area for 
passive recreation, set aside funds 
for future community park 
acquisition in newly developing 
areas and use highway programs to 
develop green-belt areas with 
funding through the highways.

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Home Economists Are Jack-Of- AH Trades

See if you can figure out the answers to the following questions: 

Who in the city knows the difference between the amount of salt in a 
bag of potato chips and in a can of tomato sauce, and how to avoid 
salmonella? 

Who knows what to tell you to do if your clothes are streaked with red 
because you ran them through the dryer with a crayon? 

Who can teach you basic family finance, and lead a class in child care as 
well as one in weight control? 

If you answered a Virginia Beach Home Economics Extension Agent, 
you would be right on all counts? There are two of these jack-of-all trades 
working full time in Virginia Beach - Doris Trant and Gayle Zydron. 
Between the two of them, they conduct programs and provide services in a 
variety of areas. Last year they conducted 206 programs reaching 5,915 
people from July, 1987 to June, 1988. Between them, they responded to 
2,565 phone calls, answering requests for information on subjects ranging 
from dietary guidelines to how to freeze strawberries, to stain removal. 
You could also find them conducting educational programs on Cable 29. 

The program has changed a great deal from the beginning of 1914 when 
the first home economist arrived on the forum. The change has moved 
fi-om food preparation to nutrition; from equipment selection to managing 
family dollars; from stitching garments to selection of quality child care. 
These come about to meeting the needs of our current families and citizens. 

These city home economists are part of Virginia Cooperative Extension 



Th0 homi economists mta$ of expertise are food and nu- 
iritioHy housing and home management, child and family 
^vp^oiffmni and family fimnce. 



Service with the Land-Grant University, these universities are Virginia 
Polytechnic and State University and Virginia State University, the 
mission of the program is to help people help themselves through 
education to build a quality of life for themselves and their families. 

The home economists areas of expertise are food and nutrition, housing 
and home management, child and family development and family finance. 

Other services offered by the home economists include: free publications

Ten Beach Schools Receive Project 300 Awards

Virginia Beach Education Association representatives and faculty 
members in ten schools added to their American Education Week Cele- 
brations with awards for outstanding faculty involvement and exemplary 
participatory decision-making. The awards were announced at the 
November 15 School Board meeting. 

Schools that received the award were nominated by their Association 
Rep and twenty percent of the school's faculty. Testimony supplied by 
teachers at the nominated schools was used by the selection committee 
to make the awards. Four schools wo-e also recognized for significant 
improvement. 

Project 300 was coined after House Joint Resolution 300 which was 
passed by the 1987 Genial Assembly. This resolution cited the numer- 
ous reform reports calling for increased teacher involvement in school 
planning and policy making and pledged that teachers in the Common- 
wealth should participate in the education program planning process at 
the the local school level. It was the first statement of support of greater 
teacher input into educational decision-making to pass the General As- 
sembly since 1977. HJR 300 passed both houses of the General As- 
sembly without a single no vote. Politicians were convinced by the 
numerous reform reports cited which called for increased teacher in- 
volvement in school planning and their own beliefs that those most 
closely involved in th job should have the most input and decided to 
show their confidence by passing HJR 300.

Project 300 was developed locally as a positive approach in encour- 
aging administtators to give staff members a greater voice in the deci- 
sions that affect op«Btions and programs. The program is in its second 
year. VBEA leaders are convinced that it is the leadership exhibited by 
principals and their administrative teams that allow teachers to cite 
significant professional involvement and meaningful decision-making 
activities as documentation for Project 300. 

The VBEA is pleased to announce the selection of the top ten 
schools and those four schools showing marked improvement. Project 
300 Award Schools for 1988 are: Alanton Elementary; Bayside Elemen- 
tary; Green Run Elementary; Kempsville Elementary; Old Donation 
Center; Point O'View Elementary; Rosemont Forest Elementary; Vir- 
ginia Beach Junior High; Vocational-Technical Center, and Woodstock 
Elementary.

Students Hold "Mock Trials" To Learn About The Law

The Law Related Education Act of 1978 defines law-related education 
as "education to equip non-lawyers with knowledge and skills pertaining 
to the law, the legal process, the legal system, and the fundamental prin- 
ciples and values on which these are based." 

This Act promoted a national movement and, in Virginia, a statewide 
law-related educational program was undertaken. Now known as the Vir- 
ginia Institute for Law and Citizenship Studies, this program is connected 
with the School of Education of Virginia Commonwealth College, and 
has been instrumental in training teachers, administrators, and thousands 
of students. 

That same year, 1978, the Virginia Beach Court Docent Ptogram was 
formed with the support of the Virginia Beach Bar Association, the Vir- 
ginia Beach Public Schools and the Judiciary. This jHogram provictes an 
opportunity for 12th grade students of U.S. Government and Business 
Law classes to spend a "Day in CoitfL" It has received state and national 
recognition, becoming a model for similar programs around the country. 

The current director, Fran Bryant, says that during the past ten years, 
perhaps as many as 50,000 students have participated in a "mock trial" to 
learn the roles of the officers of the court. They have then observed actual 
cases in the General District and Circuit Court with a tour of the correc- 
tional facility completing their day. 

The volunteer docents (teaching guides), many of whom are wives of 
lawyers, provide tours three days a week from September to May. From 
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time to time, they conduct public tours as well. Students and teachers 
often comment that this is their most educational field trip. 

Recently, Ilene Swartz and I served as court docents for a Green Run 
High School class, whose teacher is Charles Johnson, Jr. It happened 
that all of the cases we heard that day, in both Traffic Court and Circuit 
Court, were drug or alcohol related. The students were visibly shocked 
when they heard a Revocation Case in which the young man, a drug-ad- 
dict, had failed to respect the conditional mercy that had been granted him. 
Thus, he was forced to face and cany out the consequences - a stiff prison 
sentence. 

In h» evaluatiwi, Stacey Freed wrote, "Spending the day on the court 
docent field trip was valuable because it was a good chance to see how our 
judicial system worics. The most interesting part of the day was the visit 
in the jail because most people don't often go to jail if they are not in 
trouble." 

Developing effective, responsible citizens in a pluralistic, democratic 
society is the goal of law-related education. There is a great need for such

The Virginia l\/lunicipal League Wants Ttie City's Posi- 
tion On Wfiether Council's Executive Sessions Should Or 
Shouldn't Be Taped By The Press; Or Whether Council 
Members Should Take An Oath That Nothing Improper 
Was Discussed During The Executive Session 



City council members appear to be a little leary about recon- 
struction of the Freedom of Information Act regarding executive ses- 
sions proposed by the Virginia Press Association. 

But when Mayor Meyera Obemdorf asked for scmie feedback at a 
work session recendy, however, Councilwoman Barbara Henley sug- 
gested informing the General Assembly that the city will accept any 
rules the state legislators adopt for themselves. It has long been a 
bone of contention between the city and state legislators that the Free- 
dom of Information Act applies mostly to local legislators. 

State Del. R. L. Axselle Jr., who is working with the VPA, asked 
the Virginia Municipal League for a recommendation for a compro- 
mise to taping of executive sessions which suggested by the VPA. 

Taping would be preferable to some other suggested changes, ac- 
cording to some of the council members. No consensus was reached 
on what message to give Axselle or the VML, because, members said, 
they need more time to consider the proposals. 

Among the suggestions are that after each session, each council 
member sign an oath saying nothing was discussed in the executive 
session that could be even slightly construed as illegal. Individual 
members who believe something was discussed which is not autho- 
rized under the law may make statements of non-compliance giving 
evidence to prove the allegation. Violations would be a criminal of- 
fense. 

If a tape has been made, the tape could be used in the ensuing liti- 
gation in the circuit court with the judge determining whether a viola- 
tion occurred. When Councilman Harold Heischober asked whether 
the tape would be made available for evidence in other types of law

suits. City Attorney Dale Bimson said that is not clear yet. 

Obmidorf said that she could go along with outlawing executive 
sessions altogether but that she wanted the costs determined - in land 
negotiations, for instance, which qualified for executive sessions along 
with litigation and personnel matters. 

Co'tification of an executive session by the individual members 
would be a difficult thing, said Obemdorf with everyone around the 
table wondoing. 

She said the VML wanted the city's position on whether it fsvoKd 
certification, taping or none of these. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan said that ore was involved in the 
issue, and that she needed more time to read all of the proposal. She 
said that she would rather see the session taped because "sometimes 
words get turned around." 

Councilman John A. Baum said that if he had to go one way he 
would to with the tapes. 

Obemdorf also pointed out that Tom Prentice, executive manager 
of the VPA who had been dealing with the legislators on the issue, 
resigned and returned to Texas.

It would cost the city from $1,485,153 to $4,611,000 a year to re- 
plenish the beach at Saidlmdge over a 50-year projea, sKxording to 
consultants Rogers, Golden and Halpem, of Reston. 

The benefits, however, outweigh the cost, the consultants conclude 
in a study recently [xvsented to city council at a woic session. 

Sandbridge was one of four, and the most expensive, beach areas rec- 
ommended in die report for beach restoration or nourishment The oth- 
ers are Chesapeake Beach at a cost of $58,900 to $184,300; Ocean Park 
(beach nourishment only) $38,900 to $121,400, and (nourishment and 
jetty) $170,400 to $252,900; and Croatan from $31,100 to $77,200. 

The direct benefits form beach nourishment at Sandbridge, from 
propaty protection, inlet prevention, property enhancement and protec- 
tion would come to $3,830,029. 

Croatan also comes out better on a cost/benefits ratio since approxi- 
mately $6,385,300 in prq)erty could be lost to erosion over the next 50 
years. 

The report points out that the costs will be substantially less if any 
of the projects is approved by the federal government 

Phil Hopkins, with Rogers, Golden and Halpem, explained that the 
study covCTed seven beach segments which are non-govemmental and 
non-military covering 60 miles of waterfront. They include Chesapeake 
Beach, Ocean Park, Cape Henry, North Beach, the Resort Beach, 
Qoatan, and Sandbridge. 

In both North Beach and the Resort Beach hurricane protection 
and erosion programs are in place. Recommended for the North Beach is 
a 100-foot beach berm maintained to 5.4 feet and dunes to 22.2 feet, at 
the resort beach, the program includes a 100-foot beach berm main- 
tained 10 5.4 feet and a concrete stepped-face seawall. 

For the North Beach, the rqwrt recommends promoting use of fort 
Story, for the resort Beach, the report maintains both a seawall and 
beach nourishment are required. The report recommends making the 



seawall functional and aesthetically pleasing, providing beach access 
points, and assessing the feasibility of a raised boardwalk. 

At Croatan the report recommends a 100-foot wide berm along with 
pmodical nourishment at the southern end. 

At Sandbridge, an initial fill of 1,210,000 cubic yards and mainte- 
nance of a 100-foot wide berm are recommended with 900,(XX) cubic 
yards of nourishment every three years. 

Hq)kins said the study found that Sandbridge was undmised and rec- 
(Mnmended publicizing Sandl^dge and Little Island Beach and providing 
summer mass transit from the resort area. He said that the Southeastern 
Expressway will make the beach more accessible as will plans of the 
State to increase use of False Cape State Park. 

The report also recommends increased public use oiOxesasQcakt Bay 
beaches, increasing accessibility to the beaches and targeting regional 
day-users who do not need full resoit accommodations. 

The beach there needs no initial fdl, according to the report, but per- 
manent maintenance for a 50-foot wide berm and 50,000 cubic yards of 
fill evoy three years are recommended Otherwise, the residential nature 
of the beach should be maintained. 

At Ocean Park, no initial fill is needed, but nourishment every 
three years of 33,000 cubic yards and a 50-foot wide berm are recom- 
mended. The report also recommends establishing a public beach near 
the Lessner Bridge. 

At Cape Henry the beach is getting bigger and needs no nourish- 
ment, but the report recommends establishing a secondary resort area 
near Great Neck Road, targeting regional day-users, ensuring public ac- 
cess along the beach, providing additional parking and im)viding shuttle 
service from the resort area or remote parking areas.

education not only for young people, but also for the adult population to 
learn more about die judicial process. 

Several years ago a national survey, sponsored by The Hearst Corpo- 
ration, revealed that Uie public's knowledge of the legal system was seri- 
ously lacking. For example, 50% of the American public mistakenly 
believe it is the responsibility of the person accused of a crime to prove 
his or her innocence! 

"What the survey found were startling flaws in the American people's 
knowledge of fundamental legal principles, a heavy reliance on the media 
for information, minimal public participation in the jury system and a 
mix of expected as well as surprising opinions," stated Frank A. Bennack, 
Jr., president and chief executive officer of The Hearst Corporation, in a 
speech shortly after die survey results were published. 

Upon learning of U>is survey, Virginia's Supreme Court Justice, the 
Honorable Harry L. Carrico, told die Judicial Conference of Disttict Court 
Judges meeting in Williamsburg, "I do not believe it can be disputed that 
a citizenry uninformed at basic principles direcUy and seriously impairs 
die operaticm of our legal system. It seems obvious to me, Uierefore, diat 

we must take measures bodi swift and effecdve to make our people better 
informed suid better equipped to participate in die legal process..." 

My recent attendance at a Board of Directors meeting of the American 
Lawyers Auxiliary (ALA), held at American Bar Association (ABA) 
Headquarters in Chicago, presented an opportunity to inform that presti- 
gious organization of the law-related education programs and activities 
being conducted here in Virginia Beach. 

The ABA, along widi the ALA, the League of Women Voters and 
other non-partisan groups, developed a "Voter '88" program to increase 
voter registration and turnout. The right to vote, which so many Ameri- 
cans today take for granted and fail to exercise, has been significanUy ex- 
panded since our Founding Fathers wrote die Constitution in 1787. But 
today die principle of "government by the people" is in jeq)ardy. 

"Thus, Harriet Wilson Ellis, director, office of die ABA president, was 
delighted to learn of the "ElecUon Connection" project carried out by the 
Virginia Beach Public Schools. Providing students with a better under- 
standing of our legal and political process San only lead to more 
responsible citizenship. 

A videotape of die students' mock election and its analysis on October 
25 was prepared by Chris Rink, producer and director, and personally de- 
livered by Bob Mtdlen, telecommunications specialist, die evening before 
my flight That tapt, along widi clippings and oUier material about die 
school i^oject was taken to die Presicbnt of die American Bar Associa- 
tion. 

Currently, the ALA is sponsoring a nation-wide video cassette 
competition to commemorate die 200di anniversary of the establishment 
of die government under die Constitution. In 1789, die Constitution be- 
came die law of the land. The first ivesident was elected and inaugurated. 
The first Congress met and the fu'st Judiciary Act was passed. 

Rules and suggestions for the ALA video contest for elementary stu- 
dents woe prepared by Olive Leary of Wisconsin, a former Supervisor of 
Elementary Social Studies for diat state. Her Uiird grade teaching unit, 
"Law and the Bicentennial," has been listed in a resource guide published 
diis year by die National Commission on die Bicentennial of die Consti- 
tution. 

It was my assignment to develop die contest rules for die ALA video 
\apt contest for middle and high school level, using the theme "Ours is a 
Government of Laws not of Men." Educators in California were shocked 
at the results of a multiple choice test given last year to 300,000 of their 
8di gra& ^udents. A moe 45% recognized diat this phrase described die 
kind of political system ouUined in the Constitution. Instead, many 
maiked "The buck stops here" or "Walk sofUy but carry a big stick!" 

The ALA contest rules have been mailed to die Deparunents of Public 
Instruction in die 50 states and territtmes as well as to Social Studies 
Specialists throughout the country. Any local teacher in public or private 
schools who wishes more information may telephone me or write die 
American Lawyers Auxiliary, 7di Floor, 750 Nordi Lake Shore Drive, 
Chicago, Illinois 60611. 

Producing a videotape will be a learning experience for each student 
involved. These bicentennial years have provided unusual opportunities 
to teach American history and eiKiourage good citizenship.

Claims Are "Unsound Rationale" Leahy 
Charges; And That N.C. Is "Desperate"

As the controversy surrounding 
the $218 million Lake Gaston wa- 
ter pipeline continues to swirl, so 
does the battle between Virginia 
Beach and the state of N(Hth Car- 
olina. 

The two combatants are still dis- 
agreeing on whether or not Virginia 
Beach needs 60 million gallons of 
water daily and if the pipeline will 
affect striped bass. 

"We don't believe Virginia Beach 
needs anywhoe near the amount of 
watCT they're seeking. Perhaps they 
don't need any at all," said Alan 
Hirsch, assistant attorney general 
for North Carolina, who is repre- 
senting the state in the law suit. 

"They've always said we don't 



need the water," replied Thomas 
Leahy. Lake Gaston project man- 
ager. "To allege that we don't need 
the water supply is such an un- 
sound rationale." 

Leahy went on U) explain that 
the geography of the local area is 
very flat and there are no well de- 
fined streams or reservoirs, there- 
fore, ground water is limited. 

Allen Hoffman, chairman of the 
Roanoke River Basin Association, 
one of the opposing agencies, sug- 
gested that Virginia Beach desalini- 
enize both seawater and brackish 
water. 

Leahy said the seawater and the 
brackish water are much too salty 
to drink and the cost of desalting 
would be $1 billion per year. 

"We're convinced the need exists.

Educate Yourself About 
Crib Death 

Having a baby can be a very joyous occasion in a couple's 
life, unless an unexpected tragedy strikes. 

Sudden Infant Death Syndrome (SIDS), or "crib death," is 
the leading cause of infant mortality in America for babies 
between one week and one year of age. Approximately 15 
babies die from crib death in Virginia Beach every year. 
Crib death strikes apparently healthy infants during sleep. 
Basically, they go to sleep and never wake up. The disease is 
unpredictable, unpreventable and is not anyone's fauh. It leaves 
behind grieving parents and brothers and sisters of the baby. 

A local health organization, the Tidewater Guild for Infant 
Survival Inc., is dedicated to saving families in crisis and 
preventing future tragedies. The organization is seeking 
corporate and civic sponsors to help keep its offices open and 
to continue providing services without cost to families who 
have lost babies to crib death. The Guild also assists in 
obtaining monitors for infants thought to be at high risk to the 
disease. Helping these families cope with the loss is a major 
focus of the Guild, for without basic information and 
counseling, an average of 75% of the affected families end up 
separated or in divorce court within two years. With basic 
counseling, three out of four families usually decide to stay 
togetiier. 

The Guild also publishes educational material for die medical 
community and the public. It also helps identify some of the 
infants that might be in a high risk category. Once identified, 
these babies can be placed on home monitors. If they stop 
breathing, or their heart rate changes, an alarm goes off and the. 
parents can resuscitate their baby. Dozens of high risk babies 
are alive today because of the monitoring. 

The Guild can't do this kind of work without the 
community's support. In the past, civic groups have donated 
proceeds from their fund raising events, and a number of small 
companies have also assisted with charitable gifts to help keep 
the organization afloat. ,

Acconling to the Humane Society, holidays may be the worst 
time to bring a new pet home. Because the season is filled with 
excitenKnt, visitors, noise and general chaos, an animal may be 
an added burden. In all the confusion, young children may treat 
a pet as just another toy. 

Giving an animal as a surprise gift also isn't a good idea. 
Choosing a pet is a personal decision that shouldn't be made by 
anyone else. 

Listead of giving an animal, why not give a book about pets 
that will help a potential pet owner make a decision about what 
kind of animal would best suit his or her lifestyle? 

When bringing home a new pet, it is best to do it during the 
day so it can explore its new surrcuindings. Also avoid putting 
a puppy or kitten in a closed box or wrapping ribbon around its 
neck. Animals can panic or suffocate in a box and swallow a 
ribbon. 

The Humane Society offers some other holiday safety tips for 
pets: 

•Keep plants like holly, mistletoe and poinsettias out of 
reach. Tlwy arc toxic if eaten. 

•If you can't keep pets out of the room where the trws and 
gifts arc displayed, at least be surc the tree is securely anchored 
and that ornaments and tinsel arc hung out of paw reach.

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Phyllis Stein Remembers The Old Days

llianksgiving has always been 
one of my favorite holidays. 
Getting together with family and 
friends to share food, talk and warm 
feelings of gratitude is a perfect 
combination as far as I'm 
concerned. 

Not only that. Thanksgiving 
seems to be the only holiday that 
has somehow managed to remain 
pretty much the same throughout 
my life, even though most of the 
otho- holidays seem to have become 
commercialized and che{4)aied over 
the years. 

Halloween used to be simple and 
fun. None of the kids in our 
neighborhood were able to afford 
store bought costumes, so most of 
us sneaked our mother's single tube 
of dimestore lipstick and borrowed 
clothes from the family closet. We 
didn't worry about being original. 
Most of us went as hoboes or 
clowns, because frankly, the clothes 
we had available were not likely to 
lend themselves to fanciful 
creations of fairy princesses or 
space aliens. 

There probably wasn't an evening 
gown within five square miles and 
even if there had been, we would 
have been too awed to even think of 
actually "wearing " it. No, the 
clothes we borrowed were more 
likely to be mama's flowered 
housedress or daddy's overalls, 
stuffed with pillows to make us 
\o(k "well-developed." 

But Halloween was full of fun 
and innocent pranks, and nobody 
woiried that our bags of goodies 
might contain apples with razor 
blactes or candy laced with poison. 
Those hideous things were only 
done by make believe witches in 
fairytales. 

"Real" people were kind to 
children, and we roamed freely up 
and down the streets, a giggling, 
shivering bunch of skinny kids, 
rapping on doors and waiting with 
chills of anticipation for Mrs. 
Fortune or Mr. Pearson to open the 
door and say "Is that you. Phyllis?" 



or "That can't be Henry!" 

It took me a long time to realize 
that one reason we were so easily 

recognized was that the neighbors 
were more than familiar with the 
clothes our parents wore day after 
day. It wasn't that they recognized 
me.... they recognized the blue 
flowered dress my mother wore to 
the store every afternoon. 

It also took me years to realize 
how poor we must have been, 
because I never felt poor. I always 
feU rich and very ble^ed. And when 
my father stood at the head of the 
table on Thanksgiving Day and 
blessed our feast and family and 
asked God's mercy for those less 
fortunate. I felt a stab of guilt for 
having so much while others had so 
little. 

As I look back. I realize that I 
was indeed rich and blessed despite 
that fact that my parents raised 
seven children in a tiny five-room 
house. We didn't have a car. We 
didn't have central heat We chopped 
wood and brought in coal from the 
bin in winter and opened the 
windows to catch the breeze in 
summer. We had very few material 
things, but we had immeasurable 
stores of self-confidence and 
optimism. My father' always 
managed to keep a job during the 
hardest times, and my mother 
always made us aware of how lucky 
we were to be able to stay together 
and have a meal to say grace over. 

I was bom during the depression 
and raised in what would be 
considered poverty today. But when 
I look back this Hianksgiving of 
1988. 1 realize that I am probably 
more grateful for my childhood than 
fcv anything in my life. 

Because my parents taught us not 
to take anything for granted We 
celebrated that we had food and 
slwlter. That our father had a job. 
That our neighbors cared more 
about us than they did for 
numicured lawns. 

It's hard to find people like that 
today. Most parents yell "wipe your 
feet" instead of "hello" when their 
children come home from school. 
The condition of the carpet and the 



fescue has become more important 
than the condition of the child's 
confidence and feelings. 

I feel sorry for children who are 
being raised with a value system 
which is so mired in the acquisition 
syndrome. They are being educated 
to be greedy instead of grateful. 
They are taught to be competitive 
instead of compassionate. What 
will they find to be grateful for this 
Thanksgiving? A new TV game? 

I didn't have the heart to find out 
Ins^tead I SQUghiLoitf an ol(V£ri§cid ()£ 
mine whoLw all the years I have^ 
known her, has always found 
something important to be thankful 
for. 

Her name is Delia Moore and I 
met her ten years ago when 1 was a 
volunteer for the Crisis Center. 
Delia was part of a check-call 
program fcH- the elderly and disabled 
who live alone and need someone to 
check on them each day. 

She has diabetes, arthritis, high 
blood pressure, heart disease and 
last year had a slight stroke. She 
lives alone in a small house in the 
Crestwood section of Chesapeake. I 
have never had a conversation with 
ha when she didn't have something 
good to say about life. 

Although I had to give up my 
volunteer job with the Crisis 
Center. I didn't give up mu 
friendship with Delia. From the 
first. I realized that she is made of 
the same good stuff my parents 
were made of and I call on her 
sometimes when I get disgusted 
with life and need to hear her laugh. 

Delia is easy to talk to. She has 
strong opinions and a sense of 
humor, but she is no mealy 
mouthed pollyanna. She just 
chooses ilot to dwell on her 
problems. Instead, she celebrates 
that she is alive and that she can 
still do a little cooking~at least she 
can make a sweet potato pie for 
Thanksgiving. 

After her last bip to the hospital, 
I asked her how she managed to 
maintain her cheerful outlook 
despite all her problems. She 
assured me that it was just a matta^

What should be the priorities of the Virginia Beach School Division? 
With scarce tax dollars and overwhelming needs, how does a school board 
and its administration decide what should be the spending priorities? For 
the current school board it's hard work and a lot of listening. 

A number of work sessions have already been planned for next year's 
budget Information and reports have been requested. Statistical data on past 
spending patterns as well as future needs are analyzed. School board mem- 
bers made themselves available to the public this past Monday night at the 
Central Library to listen to their ideas and priorities. 

I was there and spoke on behalf of the VBEA and its members. First 
off. I urged the board to place spending priorities on some of the goals they 

adopted this past summer 

•Reduce the adult-pupil ratio on kindergarten, first and second 

grade; 

♦Address the needs of "at-risk" youth; 

♦Start funding the plan fw using computes for instructiw and ad- 
ministration;and 

♦Maintain academic excellence. 
Naturally, I urged the school board to place a high priority on employ- 
ees' salaries. I urged the school board to work with the city on significant 
increases in the employer share of the hospitalization insurance premiiun. 
School employees have not been as publicly vocal on this issue as their 
city counterparts, but the need for an increase must be addressed. 
I asked the board to do everything possible to reduce class size and 
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overcrowding in our schools. I specificaUy asked that art, music, and re- 
source teachers be provided ipropa facilities and not try to teach a curricu- 
lum from a cart The most recent Capital Improvement Plan presented to 
the City Council was based on current staffing levels and right now Vir- 
ginia Beach has the highest ratios in the state. 

I talked about the need to add personnel in a mmha of areas including: 
school psychologists; a school nurse and assistant principal at Old Dona- 
tion; and a library and vocational programs coordinator. I reminded the 
board of the need to fund the recommendations in the Guidance and Coun- 
seling Task Force Report and the Comprehensive Plan fpr Vocational 
Education was expre^ed. 

The listened to me and other public citizens express their concerns. 
Adminisurators will cost out the suggestions made at the hearing and pre- 
sent this information to the school board at work sessions later this year. 
The schools' administration has already begun a series of extensive meet- 
ings to work out budget needs and priorities. 

Perhj^s the most difficult decision any school board has to make is 
when the needs of a school division become so great that even after setting 
priorities there is not sufficient revenue to meet the most important needs

Thanksgiving's Relationship To The Constitution

As we celebrate Thanksgiving this year, few Americans are aware of 
how or why the First Thanksgiving Proclamation was issued. It had noth- 
ing to do with harvests, pilgrims, turkeys, Indians, or the Berkeley 
Plantation! 

It came about in response to a Joint Congressional Resoluuon by the 
First Congress under the Constitution. This resolution was introduced by 
Elias Boudinot on September 25, 1789, and requested the president to call 
for a day of prayer and thanksgiving for the peaceful establishment of the 
new government under the United States Constitoition. 

By this first Presidential Proclamation, the original of which bears the 
date 3 October 1789 and is preserved in the Library of Congress, George 
Washington called for a National Day of Thanksgiving to be observed on 
Thursday. November 26, 1789. He personally participated in tiie services 
held in New York on that first national Thanksgiving Day. 

His proclamation contains these words, "Whereas, both Houses of 
Congress have, by tiieir joint committee, requested me 'to recommend to 
the people of the United Stated a day of public thanksgiving and prayer, to 
be observed by acknowledging with grateful hearts the many and signal fa- 
vors of Almighty God, especially by affording them an opportunity peace- 
ably to establish a form of government for .their safety and happiness: 
Now, therefore, I do recommend.. .that we may then all unite in rendering 
unto Him our sincere and humble thanks for His kind care and protection 
of the people of this counU7 previous to their becoming a nation; for the 
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signal and manifold mercies and the favorable interpositions of His provi- 
dence in the course and conclusion of the late war; ...for the peaceable and 
rational manner in which we have been enabled to establish constitutions 
of government for our safety and happiness, and particularly the national 
one now lately instituted for the civil and religious liberty with which we 
are blessed, and the means we have of acquiring and diffusing useful 
knowledge... that we may then unite in most humbly offering our 
supplications...to render our National Government a blessing to all the 
people by constanUy being a Government of wise, just and constitutional 

laws..." 

When, in 1795, President Washington called for anoUier Thanksgiving 
Day. John Jay. governor of New Yorit, urged the citizens of his state to 
take part in the observance. No evidence has been found that the next 
president John Adams, Mwouraged this holiday. In Uiose days, the people 
of his area of New England favored a spontaneous show of thanks raUier 
than setting a specific day. Perhaps Adams thought it best to allow those

Keep small children out of Uie kitchen at all times. Hot Uquids can cause 
severe bums to child's tend^ skin.

HSUS Offers Winter Pet Care Tips 



As you button up your coat 
against winter's chill. The Hu- 
mane Society of the United States 
(HSUS) reminds you that pets 
need special care during cold 
weather. 

Phyllis Wright, vice president 
of companion animals for The 
HSUS, offers the following advice 
for the harsh winter months ahead: 



Antifreeze can be deadly. Its 
sweet taste attracts animals, but 
even a small puddle of antifreeze 
can kill or seriously injure a cat or 
dog. Check your car's heater and 
radiator hoses for cracks, and the 
radiator for seepage. When adding 
antifreeze, use a funnel and clean 
up any spillage, since it evapo- 
rates slowly. Store containers out 
of reach. 

Salt and some caustic chemi- 
cals used to melt snow and ice can 
irritate and bum the pads of your 



pet's feet. After you walk your 
dog, use a damp towel to wipe off 
its feet and underside. E)o not al- 
low your pet to lick its feet-the 
chemicals will bum the mouth and 
can cause serious problems if in- 
gested. 

A warm engine in a parked car 
often attracts cats who are left 
outside on cold nights. On cold 
mornings, be sure to band on the 
hood before starting the eneine *r> 

scare off unsuspecting felines. The 
best protection for your cat is to 
keq) it indoor year round. 

While dogs should not be left 
outdoors when the temperature 
drops sharply, dogs that often stay 
outside require a draft-free, water- 
tight shelter. A doghouse should 
be no more than twelve inches 
longer or three inches higher than 
the dog. since the animal's body 
heat cannot warm a doghouse that 
is too large. The floor should be 
<^i5^ a few inches off the ground 



and doghouse should face away 
from the wind. Dogs need fresh, 
clean wat^ available even during 
the winter. Check the outdoor wa- 
ter supply frequently to make sure 
it hasn't frozen ovct. Avoid using 
metal containers in freezing tem- 
peratures. 

Pets may need more food in 
the winter, since keeping warm 
depletes aiergy. The warm dry at- 
mosphere of the house may dry 
out an animal's skin and coat. 
Wright recommends the addition 
of a small amount of vegetable oil 
to the pet's food-one teaspoon for 
every thirty pounds of body 
weight 

Some dogs' coats are long and 
thick enough to keep them warm 
and dry but it's a good idea to 
towel off your pet after a walk. 
Small, short-haired or older dogs 
may need the added protection of a 
sweater. 



Spider Plant Decreases Indoor Pollution 



As houses are made more air- 
tight for energy efficiency, indow 
pollution increases because fresh, 
outside air can not get in. Indoor 
pollution is caused by fumes such 
as formaldehyde which are given off 
by common building materials. 
Expensive mechanical systems such 
as air to air heat exchangers can be 
installed to alleviate the problem, 
but a simpler, more attractive solu- 
t^n is as close as the nearby plant 
store^ 

Research at the National Space 
Technology Laboratories in 
Mississippi has found that the. 
common spider plant, Chlorophy- 



tum comosum, can significantly 
reduce the amount of formaldehyde 
in the air. Elephant ear philoden- 
drons work even better. Other house 
plants which work will are lacy-tree 
philodendrons, and golden pothos. 

Several other plants have been 
tested for the ability to remove in- 
door pollutants. AH the plants 
tested remove some formaldehyde 
from the air, but not as well as tHe 
top performers. It is likely that all 
house plants have some capability 
to reduce indoor air pollutants. The 
air purifying seems to be a side ef- 
fect of normal photosynthesis. As 
carbon dioxide raters Uie leaf from 



the air, other gases are absorbed as 
well, including indoor pollutants. 

Potted plants can occasionally 
contribute to indoor pollution if 
mildew or fungus grow on the pot- 
ting soil. Avoid this problem by 
placing a layer of gravel on the soil 
surface. 

About IS to 20 plants should be 
effective in purifying the air of an 
1500 square foot energy-efficient 
home. Place niost of them in areas 
which are occupied the most, but 
spread a few into less frequently 
used area. The more plants the bet- 
ter the results, so grow as many as 
possible.

indqwndent Yankees to make their own decisions as to when and whether 
they woud celebrate. 

Thomas Jefferson, the author of the Virginia Statute for Religious Free- 
dom, refused to issue a Thanksgiving Proclamation, believing it contrary 
to the principle of separation of church and state. In fact, Jeff»S(M» con- 
demned the whole idea during his two terms as president. The War of 1812 
occupied the thoughts of President James Madison, who asked the nation 
in 1815 to observe a day of thanksgiving and peace in remembrance of liie 

recent war. . o,^ t • 

Tlie Thanksgiving holiday became official in New Ywk m 1817, largely 
due to the holiday-conscious Dutch who had settled that state. Also, p»- 
haps the earlier efforts of Gov»nor John Jay were at last bearing fruit. 

But it was one determined woman who fmally succeeded in making 
Thanksgiving Day a permanent national festival. Sarah Josepha Hale 
should be recognized as the "Mother of Thanksgiving Day." In 1927, 
through the power of her pen, she started her one-woman cnisade. As edi- 
tor of the Boston Ladies Magazine and later of Godey's Lady's Book of 
Philadelphia, then the largest periodical in the country, she wieWed consid- 
oable influence. 

In addition to her editorials, she wrote hundreds of letters to state ana 
national leaders. When she b^an her campaign. TTianksgiving was cele- 
brated mainly in New England. But, by 1855, our Commonwealth of Vir- 
ginia took the lead in the South and officially designated "Ilianksgivujg as a 
hoUday. By 1859, 30 states held the festival on the last Thursday of 

November. . ^ . «. • • • 

After 36 years of persuasion, Mrs. Hale wrote her final Thanksgivmg 
article September 1863, "Can we not then...establish our yeariy Thanks- 
giving as a permwient American National Festival which shaU be cele- 
brated...in every state of the Union?" 

The following month, on October 3, 1863, the same day and month of 
issue of Washington's first proclamation. President Lincoln issued his 
Thffliksgiving Proclamation, establishing the national holiday. While Lm- 
coln mentions the fruitful fields, he also remind us of the state of the 
Union "In the midst of a civU war of unequaUed roagmtude and sever- 
ity p<«» has been preserved with aU nations, order has been maintained, 
ililaws have been respected and obeyed, and luirmony has prevailed every- 
wtere except in the theatre of military conflict" ^ , . . . 

Each Presictem since has. by proclamaUon, set the Thanksgiving d^ 
each year on the last TTiursday of November, except for two years. In 1939 
and Main in 1940, President Franklin Delano RooseveU chained tfie date 
to thethW TTiursday of November, explaining that this wouW allow more 
time for Christmas shopping and help the merchants. 

■nie people were furious that aiyone. even the popular PtMiik^ would 
attempt to alter tfidr deep-seated tradiuons and customs. They reused to 
accqH this presidential degn« and most contmued to nasi Aeir gobWos on 

the traditional day. Protests were so vigorous and so vehement, rt tooic a

Despite the possibility of win- 
ning almost $20 million in a libel 
suit against Landmark 
Communications, former Mayor 
Robert Jones said he has no idea 
what he would do with the money 
should he win. 

"I completely keep that out of 
my mind. I don't think about it," 
Jones said. 

The law suit against Landmark, 
publisher of The Virginian-Pilot 
and The Ledger-Star, charges that 
the papers purposely wrote libelous 
and malicious articles, editorials and 
cartoons about Jones. Jones claims 
the publications have damaged his 
reputation as a lawyer and as a re- 
spectable member of the commu- 
nity. Landmark stands behind its 
stories. 

Out of 18 counts listed in the 
$19.8 million law suit, the jury 
will determine which ones Jones 
can win, if any. The jury then de-

cides the extent of the injury. 

"It's a roll of the dice on 
one," Jones said. 

Once the jury decides the amount 
of money to which the plaintiff 
may be entitled, the court will 
award a judgement against the de- 
fendant. It is then up to the plaintiff 
to collect the money. ^ 



'The collection is not going to 
be a problem in this case," Jcmes 
said. "They're (Landmark) good for 
the judgement. They have so many 
assets." 

Although the trial date still has 
not been set, Jones said he 
"should have no problem having 
the Uial in the spring." 

The Supreme Court has reap- 
pointed Chesterfield County Judge 
Douglas W. Murphy to the case. 
Murphy was also appointed to a 
previous suit made by Jones, but 
the suit was t^minated. 

"He'll continue with it," Jones 
said of Murphy.

Lynnhaven Councilman Balko Wants Great Neck Road Name To 
Remain; New Road Names Are Solicited ^'

The northbound lanes have been 
opened and the newly aligned $21.5 
million Great Neck Road and tddge 
across Long Creek is expected to 
open its southbound lanes in late 
December or early January. The 
only problem is that the new road 
doesn't have a name.

the w^ it is," he said. "From the 
existing bridge to Shore Drive the 
area is built up 100% with busi- 
nesses." 

Balko, as well as the planning 
department, has received petitions 
and many phone calls from irate 
property owners on Great Neck 
Road, llie planning dq)artment sent 
letter to these residents, asking 
them to suggest alternatives. 

"We're trying to consider all op- 
tions," Sullivan said. 'The plan- 
ning director has the authority to 
approve the street names." 

Because residents can appeal the 
name to city council, Balko said,

The Newport News cioipta of the 
NAACP last month launched a 
campaign to integrate the member- 
ships of private clubs, among them 
the Princess Anne Country Club 
and the Cavalier Golf and Yacht 
Club, both on near the oceanfronL 

"We haven't heard anything fur- 
ther from them (NAACP)," said 
David Adams, Princess Anne's sec- 
retary and spcdcesperson. 

The Cavalier club could not be 
reached for OMnmenL 

Although the members are aware 
of the NAACP's position that the 
club is discriminating on the basis 
of race and color, Adams said the 
NAACP has "never contacted us 
directly." 

The 72 year old Princess Anne 
Country Club, known for restrict- 
ing access to its facilities, does not 
have any black or Jewish members. 
According to Adams, "we have no 
restrictive membership requirements 
in the bylaws." 

It has been suggested that the 
club change its bylaws to say that 
it doesn't discriminate, but Adams 
said that would take a special meet- 
ing of full membership. 

"I'm not convinced that that's 
necessary. Nothing in the bylaws 
needs to be changed," he said. 



A^ams insisted that the 
l^Oa member dub is med 
strictly for sacial and ath- 
letic acHtities, He said the 
dub is not used for business 
ta ai^e^nt that is identifi- 
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He added that he doesn't believe a 
black has ever aj^Iied for a mem- 
bership. 

'There's no reason to deny it 
(membership) on the basis of being 
black," he said. 

The NAACPs intent is to prove 
that private clubs such as the 
Princess Anne country Club use its 
facilities not only for social pur- 
poses but also for business. 

Adams insisted that the 1,300 
member club is used strictly for 
social and athletic activities. He 
said the club is not used for busi- 
ness to any extent that is identifi- 
able. 

"It is primarily a social club. 
That's the reason fcv its existence," 
he said. 

Because it could not be reached 
fc»- comment, it is not known what 
action the NAACP will take. Ac- 
cording to Adams, "we haven't had 
any formal discussion with the 
board" yet 

"It makes you guess what might 
happen" if the club is forced to 
open to mimmties, he said.

In Economic Development

Being the city's first and only di- 
rectcx^ of economic develqment has 
presented Armand James DeBellis 
with many challenges, and fw 18 
years he has met them all. 

"You learn on the job to a great 
extent You just kind of grow at 
it," said DeBellis. 

DeBellis received his start in 
economic development in 19S2 at 
Western Penn Power Company in 
Pittsburgh, Pa., after holding sev- 
eral sales jobs. DeBellis had varied 
marketing assignments which in- 
cluded industrial development 

Prior to working for Western 
Penn, DeBellis had served in the 
Army after a semester at Grove 
City College in Grove City, Pa. 

"I enlisted in the Army and left 
college in the enlisted reserve 
corps," he said. 

After training in an armwed unit 
in Texas, DeBellis transferred into 
the infantry and received a battle- 



field commission as a second lieu- 
tenant.

Large white bins have been placed at all public schools and at 
the municipal center at the comer of George Mason Drive and 
James M^uUson Boulevard. A contractor installed the bins at no 
cost to the city and will pay each school $3 per ton for newspa- 
pers deposited for recycling. Money firom newspapers recycled 
at the municipal center will be put toward programs for em- 
ployees. 

Get in the recycling habit, try keeping a box in your garage. 
After you collect a week's worth of newspapers, tli^ow tfie box 
in the trunk of your car and back right up to the recycling bin. 
Newspapers are also transportable in brown grocery bags. 

Recycling newspapers saves the city $68 per ton for 
newspapers that would have been collected and disposed as 
solid waste. You'll have more room in your trash can if you 
stop throwing your newspapers away, and you'll be contribut- 
ing to the conservation of our precious natural resources. -

There arc many devices by which 
man can measure his progression 
from childhood to old age. As 
young boys we cut our neighbors 
grass and as adolescents we deUvo^ 
their newspapers.

For me, the one sure measure of 
time and my own journey through 
it has been the Christmas tree; or 
more precisely, how I have gone 
about getting one each year. 

I remember as a child, in New 
York, how my father and I would 
walk up the street to the city ser- 
vice station where on one side of 
the building the man would have all 
his trees leaning. They would all be 
stacked up with no shape but my 
father would take one after another, 
hold it up, and ask my opinion. 

"What do you think of this one?" 

"How do you like this one?" 

"How about this one?" 

"Do you Uke this one?" 

Until finally he found one he 
Uked. 

"This (Hie looks pretty good. I 
think >yell get it" My father would 
then pay the man what I suppose 
was a couple of bucks and then we 
would carry it back home. Not even 



the heezing cold could dampen my 
excitement 

This is how my childhood search 
for Christmas trees went. 

In 1957, we bought our first car, 
a Ford, and thereafter the annual 
trek for a Christmas u-ee would 
branch out into territory previously 
unseal and unexplored; at least by 
me. It also became my mother's job 
to get the uce since my father did 
not like to drive. Hell, what need 
was there to drive when you could 
get everything you need, including 
a Christmas tree, within two blocks 
of the house. 

But in the Ford we went every- 
where, generally concluding with 
the farm about a mile from the 
house. We liked it because they 
stood the trees up so you could 
better see the shape. It was a mar- 
keting maneuver never needed by 

the city service man who had a 
more or less captive market 

In time, I went to college and in 
1965 had my own apartment which 
I shared with a guy named Gus. 
Gus is a strange name for someone 
going to coUege. But Gus lived up 
to his name. He was the first kid in 
the history of Medford High to be 
named president of the senior class 
while majoring in shop. There was 
a lot of contradiction adxxit Gus. Of 
course, in 1965 there was a lot of 
contradicti(Mi, period. Not the least 



of which was that we celebrated the 
season of giving by stealing. There 
was something exciting about 
stealing a Chrisunas tree in those 
anti-establishment mid-sixties. 

We went out just about dusk and 
found a lot several blocks from the 
apartment. We cased the joint, if 
you can call a uee lot that, and 
found a tree we wanted. It had to be 
tall and full and straight and green. 
But most of all it had to be light. 
Like the James Brothers or Robin 
Hood, we made our move and began 
to run. I remember a man yelling at 
us, but it was a half-hearted protest. 
He must have just seen it as an- 
other college prank by the Tech 
boys. You just don't run four 
blocks carrying a Christmas tree 
and not get caught 

That night, we had some friends 
over, drank cheap wine and retold 
our escapade. Later, we strung pop- 
corn which I seem to recall was the 
only decorati<Mi we could affwd. For 
that year, at that time in my Ufe, it 
was the perfect Chrisunas tree. 

A few years later, in Vietnam, in 
the barracks, my Christmas U'ee 
was a foot high artificial one that 
my family had sent me. That was 
the year I ^nt everyone Chrisunas 
cards that read, "Holiday Greetings 
from the 1st Aviation Brigade." It 
had a picture of a helicopter gun-

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VB Chamber 
Opposes 
Legislative 
Changes

The Hampton Roads Chamber of 
Commerce Virginia Beach opposes 
three of the four charter changes 
proposed in the city's legislative 
package. Public hearings on the 
changes are tentatively scheduled for 
Dec. 12 with final consideration by 
council set no later than Dec. 19. 
The proposals are required to be be- 
fore the 1989 General Assembly 
early in the year. 

William J. HoUoran Jr., execu- 
tive director of the chamber for 
Virginia Beach, recently presented a 
position paper on the proposals to 
city council. 

Of the four proposed charter 
changes, the chamber supports only 
the resort area retail sales tax. En- 
abling legislation would allow the 
city to impose a special one-half 
percent sales tax on all retail mer- 
chandise sales within the resort area 
special tax district, a tax ending 
with the completion of the resort 
area beautification. 

The chamber opposes the 
amortization of non-conforming 
signs and billboards unless the pro- 
visions allow for compensation of 
all associated economic losses, op- 
poses the fire prevention ans 
protection charter change, and op- 
poses legislation which would per- 
mit the city to establish a Transfer 
of Development Rights (TDR) 
program in the city. 

The chamber offered the most 
detailed criticism of a proposal that 
would permit Virginia .Beach to 
have stricter fire prevention regula- 
tions and building requirements 
than are allowed under the Uniform 
Statewide Building Code. 

The Chamber maintains that 
stricter enforcement of existing lo- 
cal and statewide codes will produce 
continued safety in a cost-effective 
manner. 

The proposal, the chamber states, 
is a reaption to articles in local 
newspapers and did not arise from 
any need for stricter enforcement 
The position paper notes that only 
four deaths have occurred in lodging 
establishments witiiin the city 
within the last 15 years and none 
involved a tourist in peak season. 

Only two happened in hotels and 
motels. 

The paper concluded that the 
statewide review of fire protection 
standards is sufficient and that 
retrofitting fire suppression systems 
is best left to market mechanisms, 
hotels with sprinkler systems do 
not necessarily have lower fire in- 
surance rates. The costs of 
retrofitting hotels will place an ad- 
ditional economic hardship on the 
smaller hotel operations in the city; 
the paper maintains, and market 
mechanisms are requiring many 
hotels, in particular the larger ones, 
to r^ntfit qvinkter systems in order 
to remain C(Mnpetitive. 

Jimmy Capps, president of the 
Virginia Beach Hotel/Motel Asso- 
ciation, opposed a proposal allow- 
ing localities to establish by ordi- 
nance a charge based on the cost of 
inq)ection as performed by munici- 
pal employees. 

The prc^xisal requests the General 
Assembly to fund the State De- 
partment of Health so that it can 
resume inspections of tourist 
establishmoits fw health and other 
problems. If the General Assembly 
is unwilling, the city wants the au- 
thority to do tills itself. 

Capps said that he was opposed 
to passing the cost on to individual 
businesses, that it is a burden tiiat 
shouU be borm by all the citizens. 

Among other proposals opposed 
bythechambn'are: 

• Enabling inq)ection fee for the 
inspections of tourists establish- 
ments that "iMsses the cost back to 
tiie tourist e^blishments." 

• Civil poialties ((x violations of 
zoning (xdinances. 

• Imi»ct fees in connection with 
programs of the commission on 
transp(»iation in the 21st century. 
The city is also recommending a 
local (^on gas tax; two cents per 
gallon which would produce $3 
million a yev in Virginia Beach. 

The chamber agrees with the 
city's p(^ition that non-tidal wet- 
lands legislation should no be 
adopted in its pr^ent form. The, 
city is rec«nmaiding that House 
Bill 1037, introduced in the 1988 

Goiqal Assanbly, be recommended 
to excliMte areas diat do not drain 
into the Chesapeake Bay Basin. 
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History Of The Norwegian Lady Is Unveiled

The original Norwegian Lady was the figurehead of the Dictator that 
washed ashore after the shipwreck in March, 1891. She was placed on a 
foundation at 16th Street and Oceanfront. Through the years weather had 
worn at her, people had chii^}ed at her, and in August, 19S3 HurricaiK Bar- 
bara splintered her badly. 

To protect her from further ravages by weather, the figurehead, was re- 
moved from the foundation and placed in city storage. During her 63 years 
of watching over the sea she had become a beloved landmark of Virginia 
Beach and was missed when she was no longer there. There were flurries of 
interest in restoration of the figurehead, but, as so often is the case, nothing 
really came of them until September of 1960. And here is where the story of 
the present Norwegian Lady begins. 

Thomas Goode Baptist, an attorney from Arlington, Va., and a summer 
resident of Virginia Beach, became interested and discussed the possibilities 
of restoring the figurehead with W. Russell Hatchett, city manage of Vir- 
ginia Beach. The city manager felt it was a good project and left the initia- 
tive up to Mr. Baptist who told the story of the Dictator and her figurehe^ 
to Captain O.P. Aakenes, naval attache at the Norwegian Embassy in 
Washington, D.C. Capt, Aakenes urged Mr. Baptist to write an article and 
submit to a Norwegian maritime journal. He hoped for support of the 
Association of Norwegian Shipbuilders in seeking a replacement for the 
Dictator figurehead. A succession of events led to an article by Mr. Baptist 
appearing in "Norsk Tidsskrift For Sjovesen" (Norwegian Journal of Nauti-

cal Affairs) in its September, 1961 issue. 

As a result of this article, Erik Bye of the Norwegian Broadcasting 
Corporation became interested. He met with Emil Andersen, Mayor of 
Moss, Norway, to discuss the possibilities of the Norwegian Broadcasting 
Corporation and the City of Moss cooperating in a project to provide the 
city of Virginia Beach with a new Norwegian Lady - a more durable bronze 
statue. 

At Mayor Andersen's instigation, the city's shipping firms and other in- 
dustries conducted a drive to establish a fund for a statue to be erected in 
Virginia Beach. In addition, two citizen's groups in Moss succeeded in rais- 
ing funds to place a duplicated statue in Moss. 

One of Norway's leading sculptors, Omulf Bast, was commissioned to 
create a statue that would be an appropriate replacement for the figurehead. 
Mr. Bast was well-known for his statues of young women and was also 
noted for making figureheads that adorned the bows of many Norwegian 
ships. 

On September 4, 1962 the statue arrived from Norway securely lashed to

Americans take pride in their national Executive Mansion, originally 
called The President's Palace.

The eminent photographer, Ansel Adams, once remarked, "We are living 
through an era that knows the cost of everything, but the value of noth- 
ing!" The original building cost approximately $400,000 in the late 
1790's. President John Adams, the first occupant, moved there in 1800, 
though it had not been completed. During the War of 1812, the British de- 
stroyed part of the house and considerable rebuilding was required. Yet 
Dolly Madison was criticized by Congress for spending $40 to replace a 
mirror! 

Although the cost of maintenance, repair and expansion through the 
years has been staggering, we the people do not begrudge the $45 million 
reportedly being spent on renovating our White House. 

We Virginians are proud of our State House, known as the Governor's

Mansion or the Executive Mansion. It is the oldest continuously inhabited 
governor's residence in the United States. First occupied by Governor 
James Barbour in 1813, this house celebrates its 175th birthday this year. 
A special "gift" was its recent designation as a National Historic Landmark 
- the top category and the only governor's mansion to receive such and 
honor. 

A number of Virginia Beach citizCTS attended the Architectural sympo- 
sium, "Rediscovering The Executive Mansion," held in Richmond earlier 
this month. In attendance were Nancy Newbill and her husband Michael B. 
Newbill, a local architect, former chairman of the Historical Review board 
and currently a member of the Executive Commiuee, Board of Trustees 
Preservation Alliance of Virginia; Ruth Akright. adminisoator of the city's 
historical home, the Francis Land House (FLH); Glenda Knowles, chair- 
man of the Friends, FLH and member of the board of governors, FLH; 
Johnnie Miller, member of board of governors, FLH; and I, a former 
chairman of the city's historical review bc^rd.

ship and a manger seme. It was that 
kind of Christmas. 

My father died in late 1973 and 
that year at Christmas time a sort 
of transition took place. The task of 
finding a tree that year fell entirely 
to the kids.

wind up with if you pay for it. 

By 1980 we were living in Vir- 
ginia Beach. Chrisunas that year is 
remembered not so much for the 
U'ee we got as for the Christmas 
tree lighting we attended at Mt. 
Trashmore. The attendance at the 
uee lighting was sparse, as it was 
for most events in those days, and 
we had little trouble getting front 



row seats. The day after the event 
we were pleasantly surprised when a 
customer walked into our bakery 
with a front page picture out of a 
newspaper with myself, Kathy, and 
our seven month old daughter, Jes- 
sica. 

So that is how my progression 
has gone-Crom youthful excitement 
to adolescent adventurism to adult 
sentimentality. 

And what of Christmas 1988? 

Well, Jessica now has a brother 
and sister. We will, as we have the 



past few years, all get in the car and 
drive to Farm Fresh. And it will go 
like this.

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New Recruiting Station Establishes Itself

One wouldn't expect an agency as 
large as the U.S. Anny to have an 
identity crisis. After all, there are 
more than 780,000 men and women 
on active duty with aiK}ther half a 
million more in the Army Reserve 
and Individual Ready Reserve. 

Last year. 425,000 peq)le were 
recruited into the ranks of all the 
military services. The Army's diarc 
of the all-recruited force? Ahnost 
200.000. 

Putting these young men and 
women into the Army are some 
9,200 soldiOTs serving as Army 
recruiters in 56 recruiting battalkms 
throughout the United States. These 
battalions are broken down into 259 
companies, which are further 
divided into more than 2,000 
recruiting stations. 

Numbers such as these sound as 
if the Army is pretty successful at 
its recruiting mission. So, why the 
identity crisis? 

Earlier this year, a second 
recruiting station opened for busi- 
ness in Virginia Beach. Situated 
farther south from the larger, more 
established Virginia Beach station, 
the Princess Anne Recruiting 
Station is located in the Lynnhaven 
Corporate Center. 

"Our current location is not what 
people usually think of as an Army 
recruiting office," explains SgL 1st 
Class Robert A. Reiiz, one of two 
assigned recruiters at the station. 
"Most folks don't even know we're 
here because we're unable to place 
Army Recruiting signs outsi<te the 
center building." 

Staff Sgt. Ephraim J. Ebio, the 
second half of the recruiting team. 



agrees. "From'tlte outside, it's not 
your normal, everyday recruiting 
statiwi. People generally think of 
an Army recruiting office as being 
in a mall or shopping center." 

Set against the business 
background of the Lynnhaven 
Corpwate Center, the station's two- 
man force carries out its recruiting 
mission with great gusto. Using a 
people-oriented approach, both 
Reitz and Ebio have been pretty 
successful in accomplishing tlieir 
mission. 

Reitz, a veteran recruiter with 
more than four years' experience, 
and Ebio, who has three years' 
recruiting experience, have com- 
bined to put 47 men and women 
into the Army since the station's 
inception in February of this year. 

"We are a people-oriented 
organization," says the recruiters. 
"Our business is putting people 
into the Army - the best quality 
people we can find." So, perhaps 
there's no better location for the 
business of enlisting people into 
the Army than a "business" 
Corporate Center. 

As to the quality of today's 
Army, look at the increase of new 
recruits who are high school 
graduates. In 1980, only 54 percent 
of new recruits were graduates, 
while seven years later the figure 
had risen to 9 1 percent 

"Well, now that you mention it, 
a little more publicity about our 
location wouldn't hurt," says Reitz. 
"TTie phone company has helped a 
little. Now when a person calls 
Information for the number of an 
Army recruiting station in Virginia 
Beach, he is giv«i our number."

who told us that the Executive Mansion radiated history but is also a fived- 
in home. She announced that a walk through the house will soon be avail- 
able on videot^qje. 

John G. Zehmer, Jr.. executive dira:tor of the Historic Richmond Foun- 
dation and chairman. Citizens Advisory Council on Interpreting and Fur- 
nishing the Execuuve Mansion, explained that earlier the search had been 
for appropriate furnishings, but the council appointed in 1987 undertook an 
m-depth study of the building itself. He discussed the three steps followed - 
recording the building as it stands today with survey drawings done by stu- 
dents, architectural research, and finally a documentary history. 

He quoted from the "Richmond Whig" of October 11, 1830. which re- 
ported that the "building, heretofore furnished in a style of inferiority and 
niggardliness almost discreditable to Virginia, has, during the summer, 
been refitted under an ^projmation made by the last Legislature. From be- 
mg externally, one of the homeliest dwellings in Richmond, its exterior by 
the addition of Porticoes and Colonnades is now entitted lo the appellation 
of elegance." 

Mr. Zehmer elabcnated on the documentation and physical research con- 
ducted in preparation for the exterior restoration. An article, "Worthy (rf Its 
Purposes," which he co-authored with Sarah Shields Driggs, graduate stu- 
dent in architectural history at the University of Virginia who is serving as 
research assi^ant for the forthcoming history of the govonor's mansion, 
appears in the "Virginia Cavalcade" (Wint« 1988). The interesting 
illusuations show the changing face of the mansim. 

The title for this article comes from an editorial in the Richmond Daily 
Dispatch in 1870. Following the Civil War, the mansion was left in a 
state of disrepair. "The comfition and ^^xaance of the Governor's Mansion 
has been such for a consideraWe length of time that it is to be wondered at 
why it has not been put in pm^ repair and made to appear worthy of its 
purposes." 

The next speako- a. the symposium was Hairy J. Browne, AIA. the ar- 
chitect for the exterior restoration of the executive mansion, who showed 
slides and then ask^ the First Lady <tf Virginia to pull the ribbon reveaUng 
one of the panels, which wfll be placed back in tfie recessed areas, now 
plastered over, between iJmffim, and secoml floor windows. Thcst panels, 
patterned aftw the Irigioyi which w«e remwc4, are wnsnented with 
swags sculfNed in a da&A^motif. 

The final speakK. Wi^i S^e, the authcv of "Virginia's Executive 
Mansion: A Histwy of the uovemor's House." reliMed hij^Ughts from his 
extensive research on the occupants of tl^ mansion and the history sur- 
rounding them. Although Lafayette dinol at the mansitm in 1824 during 
his triumphant return to America, ttere is ik) evideiKe that he slept there. 
By 1830, the hou» bad "running water." At lea^ a pipe was run to the 



front yard from which water could be drawn! 

In 1840, Governor "Extra Billy" Smith brought the greatest changes; 
that is the most, not necessarily the best It was he who ordered marble 
mantelpieces, satin curtains, wall to wall carpets, and had the first flush 
toilet installed in the basement. By 1847, the house had central heating. 
Then, in 1870, the roof and porch parapets were removed, the recessed 
panels wwe filled with plaster, sewed to simulate brick, and the wooden 
shingles were replaced by a metal roof. Mr. Scale concluded, "All the peri- 
ods have their place in the mansion." 

Following the symposium, the 400 participants walked from the house 
building to the executive mansion for a tour and reception. We looked at 
the house from a new perq)ective, visualizing how much lovelier it would 
be when this first major renovation is completed. 

Having toured the nation's number one house, the state's number one 
house and the city's number one house, I believe we the people of Virginia 
Beach can take pride in the Francis Land House. This historic home be- 
longs to the city and thus to the people. We can boast that our "mansion" 
dates from 1732, accwding to an etched brick in the basement, and is thus 
older than The White House and older thai the governor's mansion. 

We can also boast that our house has had distinguished owners. The first 
Francis Land, who held the original patent for over 1.000 acres was a war- 
den of the Lynnhaven Parish in 1647 and Captain Francis Land 111. who 
built the present house, rqjrcsented Princess Anne County in the House of 
Buigesses for five years from 1729 to 1734. 

The city should be pleased that it has recovered its investment. TTjc pur- 
chase price in 1975 was $735,000 for the house and 35 plus acres. Subse- 
quently, the city's economic development dqwrtment devel<^)ed the sur- 
rounding tracts commercially. As parcels were sold off, the city netted over 
$1.5 million. Even with the cost of renovatim, the city mwc than broke 
even financially. Thus there is no need to sell more of the preckws land. 
We trust the two remaining parcels will be retainnl. 

This past year, thirteen years after the acquisition, the city form^ a 
committee to develop a Strategic M^ fw the Francis Land House. This 
much-needed, overdue Plan was reccndy presented to the boaitl of govemcxs 
for final approval and will be the subject of a fiiture article. 

In the meantime, I can't help recalling Lewis Carroll's Mkx in Wcmtter- 
land, who asked the Cheshire Cat, "Would you please tell me which way I 
ought to go from here?" 

"That depends on where you w»u to get to," sffid the cat 

"I don't much care where, " said Alkx. 

"Then it doesn't matter whkh way you go," said the c« as it slowly 
faded away until only its grin remained.

the deck of the Norwegian training ship, Haakon VII. And on September 22 
at 11 a.m. in Virginia Beach and 5 p.m. in Moss, both statues were simul- 
taneously unveiled. The sculptor, Omulf Bast was present in Virginia 
Beach. Before the statue was placed on its pedestal at 25th Street, a piece of 
the base of the old figurehead was placed under the base of the new statue 
Another piece of the old base was given to the sculptor. 

The Norwegian Lady is nine feet tall. She is dressed in a dress and vest of 
Norwegian tradition. Her eyes search the horizon as she stands watch over 
the Atlantic Ocean. A plaque at her feet proclaims the following: 

"1 am the Norwegian Lady. I stand here as my sister before me to wish all 
men of the sea safe return home." 

The Norwegian Udy is not a copy of the original figurehead. She is a 
symbol of the friendship between the people of Moss, Norway and Virginia 
Beach and she commemorates the Norwegian and American seamen who 
have perished at sea.
